Al- 
ert L. Scott, president of the board 
f trustees, presented the keys of the 
astitution to the new president. Rev. 
high A. Heath, secretary of the Mas- 
achusetts Baptist Convention, deliv- 
red the charge of office. The in- 
ugural address was preceded by the 
inging of another hymn. The new 
ireshlent delivered an eloquent ad 
iress on “Equipping the Minister of 
’omorrow.” 

Dr. Herrick said in part: 

“A year ago last Commencement, 
ve observed the One Hundredth AnnU 
'ersary of the founding of the New- 
.on Theological Institution. In the 
Spring of 1826, one hundred years ago 
last Commencement, two men — Eli 
urntaam Smith and John Equality 
r eston — who had each spent two 
ears in Andover were graduated as 
e first class of the Seminary. 
‘Behind us, today, is a full century 
f noble and thrilling achievement, 
t is a story radiant with the lives of 
intly and heroic men. Scholars, 
issionaries, educators, pastors, faith- 
ul shepherds of Christ’s flock have 
;one from our hill into all the earth. 

The name and fame of Newton are 
lecure. If its record of active scr- 
ice ended with this Asesmbly, it 
lwould stand glorious in the innum- 
erable host of builders in the unseen 
and ever expanding Kingdom of God. 
Newton men have given to our Foreign 
Mission fields an aggregate of about 
2600 years. They have preached the 
gospel In 25 countries, other than the 
United States, and they have trans- 
lated the Scriptures or portions of 
them into ten languages. 

“Newton was founded, like a large 
and impressive group of our sister 
Seminuries, to train preachers and 


no occasion to depart from that 
original purpose. It is, however, the 
contemporary and not the Pauline 
Church to which our men must go. 
They must serve churches in a democ- 
racy and not in an Imperial empire or 
even a FaciSt aristocracy. While they 
need to have a historical knowledge of 
the events of the first century, they 
must have a sympathic understanding 
of the life of the 20th century. 

“And Newton has always stood not 
only for the faith of the Baptist fath- 
ers but also for the freedom of that 
faith. Throughout all the century of 
Its existence, Newton has been as it 
must always remain, spiritually and 
intellectually free and untrammelled. 
We would encourage our students to 
investigate and think for themselves.

WANT TAX ABATED 

Taxation of Newton (‘nitre Woman’s 

fliibhoiise Before Supreme Court 

Arguments were made before the 
full bench of the supreme court Wed- ! 
nesday in the case of the Newton Cen- 1 
tre Woman’s Club. Inc., against the J 
city of Newton, which involves the 
right of the city of Newton to tax the 
property of the club. 

In 1922 it erected a clubhouse at 
Newton Centre, and in 1923 the as- 1 
sensors of Newton assessed a tax of 
$1463 on the real and $53.20 on the 
personnl property. After suit had be- | 
gun in the superior court for the 
abatement of the tax. a commissioner 
was appointed, who found as a fact 
that the activities and work of the 
petitioner, and the uses to which it 
put its buildings, were of the nature 
of a literary, benevolent and charit- 
able institution, and that its social 
and fellowship relations were merely 
incidental. 

On the report of the commissioner, 
Judge Donahue of the superior court 
ordered the tax abated, on the ground 
that the club was a literary, benevo- 
lent and charitable institution within 
the meaning of the law and therefore 
was exempt from taxation. 

Frank H. Stewart appeared for the 
Woman’s Club, and City Solicitor Jo- 
seph W. Bartlett for the city of New- 
ton. 

It ws contended by Mr. Bartlett 
that not only did the petitioner fail 
to show’ “clearly and unequivocally” 
that the dominant purpose was liter- i 
ary, benevolent and charitable within 
the meaning of the statute, but that j 
on the contrary, a mere examination | 
of its activities disclosed that the main j 
purpose of its existence was to afford 
pleasure, amusement and gratification 
to its own members. 

Mr. Bartlett also said that the peti- 
tioner was a member of the Massa- 
chusetts State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, and also a member of the New- 
ton Federation of Women’s Clubs, and 
it w'ould hardly be contended that a 
building occupied by either of those 
organizations would be exempt from 
taxation, and it was a fair assumption 
that the petitioner was a member of 
those organizations, not for philan- 
thropic purposes, but for the edifica- 
tion and gratification of its own mem- 
bership. 

The decision of the full court will 
affect many similar organizations 
1 tbrouehout thp Commonw’ealth.

Splendid Addition to our Educational Facilities Due 
to Efforts of the Ladies

The new branch library which has 
recently been opened in West Newton 
is a splendid example of public spirit 
and civic pride. The idea or a branch 
library as a memorial to the soldier 
dead of West Newton was conceived 
some four years ago by members of 
the Community Service Club of that 
village and a committee composed of I 
Mrs. Ellery Peabody, chairman. Mrs.; 
A. Shirley Ladd, secretary, and Mrs. 
Herbert Cushman, treasurer, was ap- ! 
pointed. The committee with the as- j 
sistance of the West Newton Neigh- [ 
borhood House and the Men’s Club of j 
West Newton, by means of subscrip- 
tions. and the proceeds of fairs and 
entertainments, raised about $60,000. 
With this money the land on Chestnut I 
and Davis streets was purchased, the 
small and shabby buildings on Chest- j 
nut street were removed and the hand- 
some building shown in the cut: 
erected under the direction of Edward i 
E. Stratton, the architect, and Wil- [ 
Ham Kellar, the builder. 

The Memorial idea of the building 
is carried out in two bronze tablets 
on the south side of the reading room 


and bearing the following inscrip- 
tions:— 

"1926, West Newton Memorial Li- 
brary. This building is erected in 
loving memory of those devoted citi- 
zens who gave faithful service for the 
uplift and development of this com- 
munity and who made it a centre of 
culture and education. ‘We best serve 
the interests of posterity by treasur- 
ing the memory of our ancestors. ” 

The other tablet has this inscrip- 
tion: 

“In loving memory of the men of 
this village who gave their lives for 
their country, —

This winter the Newton high school 
track athletes will have one of the 
best indoor tracks in the State on 
which to stage their meets. The old 
track in the ancient drill shed will 
be improved with permanent banks. 
The partitions which set off the phy- 
sical director’s office, as well as the 
girls’ gymnastic apparatus and lock- 
ers, have been removed so that the 
track will be lengthened to approxi- 
mately the same length as the B.A.A. 
indoor track, or about 100 yards to 
the lap. The banks will not he con- 
fined to the corners as heretofore hut 
will he constructed in saucerlike fa- 
shion from the end of one straight- 
away to the start of the other at each 
end of the building. This will make 
it possible for the runners to pass one 
another on the banks with a minimum 
possibility of injury. For many years 
the banks have made it so dangerous 
that the runners, especially those on 
visiting teams who were not used to 
conditions, were handicapped. In ad- 
dition to improving the track for the 
longer runs it will also be possible 
to lengthen the dash and hurdle 
events from 25 yards to 35 yards. The 
lumber for the improvements has 
been ordered and it is hoped to have 
the entire work finished by the middle 
of this month in order that the can- 
didates can be called out for the first 
practice on the 15th. 

The usual opening meet with the 
alumnae will take place on an earlier 
date this year. Instead of staging 
this affair in January the management 
will match the schoolboys against the 
graduates sometime during the final 
week of December, which is vacation 
time for the colleges. This will give 
many of the various truck athletes at 
tin? colleges a chance to compete 
against this years track team, some- 
thing which in former years not many 
have been uhle to do as they could not 
leave college to return for the meet. 
A far stronger Alumni group is thus 
expected to he present and the school- 
hoys will he forced to show their 
host to defeat them. The schedule has 
not been completed fully as yet but 
will bo announced within u week or 
ten. days.

THE 1926 REVIEW 

Now that the final game on the 
Newton high school football schedule 
for 19211 1 b a matter of history the 
entire season may he reviewed with 
all fucts at hand and no apologies to 
make to anyone. The record for the 
year stands six victories, three de- 
feats, and one tie and a tie for third 
place with Somerville in the Suburban 
League for a 60% rating. Viewing 
the record from the opinion of the 
rabid football flan this can not ho 
judged a successful season. He calls 
for a championship team with a 
clean record. But a championship 
team with a clean record does not by 
any means Indicate that the less for- 
tunate team hus not had a success- 
ful season. It is a fact and the true 
sportsman will agree that the 1926 
football season at Newton high has 
been almost an unparalleled success. 

Among the 1925 letter men there 
were nine players that could be called 
stars. Of these seven were grad- 
uated last June, leaving hut two, 
Captain Harold Andres and halfback 
Johnny Proctor. These two and the 
veterans, Clark, Spain, Stubbs, For- 
estall, and Bennett were all that 
Coach Dickinson had to build around. 
When the opening game came around 
there were many, who are in close 
touch with things, that were willing 
to predict that Newton would taste 
defeat in the majority of Its games. 

Quincy was sent back to the Granite 
City by a 3 to 0 defeat, due to Frank 
Spain’s field goal early in the final 
period. The game was a costly one, 
however, for Brandon Marsh, one of 
the most excellent guard prospects on 
the squad, suffered a broken leg, put- 
ting him out for the season. Provi- 
dence Tech was Newton’s next victim 
and only a lucky break for Newton 
in the closing minutes of the game 
gave Spain an opportunity to score 
a field goal from the 30-yard line. The 
goal brought the orange and black’s 
total to 10 points and staved off an 
almost certain 7-7 tie. 

Against Natick the following week 
Newton showed marked improvement 
and won handily 18 to 6 although the 
visitors can not be rated in the same 
class with Newton. On Columbus 
Day at Everett the team outdid itself 
and held the Gildea outfit to a solitary 
field goal. In its second league game 
the same week against Cambridge on 
Saturday Newton outplayed the Can- 
taps in every way to win 13 to 
0. On Friday, October 22, Newton 
vanquished St. Mary’s of Waltham 
7 to 0 by getting an early jump on the 
visitors and scoring on the first few 
minutes of play. 

The Monday following Frank Spain 
suffered a wrenched knee and ankle 
which cost the team his services for 
the remainder of the season because 
of parental objections. Thus Newton 
went into the Somerville game with 
the loss of one of its most potent cogs. 
In this game Newton was extremely 
fortunate to pull out a 7 to 7 tie. 
Late in the first half the Dickerman 
outfit scored by straight football on 
a pretty march down the field during 
which Andres was injured. It was 
found that a small bone in Andres 
foot was broken ancl that he was 
through for the season. The next 
week he was operated on for appen- 
dicitis so there was a little consola- 
tion in the fact that he could not have 
gone through the season anyway. In

recovered. In three plays Newton tied 
the count The next week Newton 
went out of Its class to meet Law- 
rence and was easily defeated by a 
27 to 7 score. Proctor was playing 
his last, game for Newton as he had 
been notified that he had been marked 
and that his probation would go into 
effect on Monday morning. Proctor 
must ha,ve thought he might as well 
end up in a fitting manner so he 
grabbed the kickoff and behind per- 
fect Interference made his way 
through the entire Lawrence eleven, 
for Newton’s only touchdown. Rindge 
was Newton’s next victim and also gave 
Newton its final 1926 victory by a 19 
to 0 score. Joe Gilligan came Into his 
own hy picking up a fumble and run- 
ning 50 yards for one of the touch- 
downs and making another on two off- 
tackle plays that netted a total of 15 
yards. Brookline came to Claflin Field 
on Thanksgiving Day the favorite. 
They show why they were the favor- 
ites and nothing can be said hut that 
Newton was up against the better 
team. However, had the game been 
played three weeks earlier Newton 
would have ruled the favorite and 
there would have been no good reason 
why Newton should not have won. 

Thus the season was brought to a 
close. Not any too successful when 
looked at from certain viewpoints. 
But when the final results have been 
taken into consideration It is nothin* 
short of remarkable. Starting with 
nothing Coach Dickinon turned out a 
creditable team and he deserves more 
credit than in 1921 when Capt. Staf- 
ford’s teafti won the state title and 
Coach Dickinson was presented with 
a testimonial of esteem at a public 
reception. That statement will prob- 
ably meet with considerable disap- 
proval but nevertheless it is a fact. 

More than one instance will bear 
out that fact. For one — take the case 
of Everett Scheinfain. When this 
small but husky 15-year old lad re- 
ported for practice he had three out- 
standing defects — his offensive work 
was poor, he was slow getting down 
under punts, and he was Inexperi- 
enced. What did he proceed to do? 
Before the season was ended he was 
Newton’s best end. He cleaned out to 
perfection on runs around his end. He 
was down under the punts like a flash 
as any witness of the Rindge game 
will testify. Naturally he added to 
his experience but in addition he used 
his added experience in a much more 
noticeable degree than any other new 
man. Creighton (Iatchell. centre, is 
another lad who Is worth noticing. 
This boy stepped into a big hole 
when he tried to take over Andres’ job. 
He, too, had little experience and 
knowledge of the gridiron sport, but 
there was no more willing a pupil than 
(iatchell. He came along fast and in 
the latter games of the season showed 
the stuff there is in him. He will go 
far next year. Joe Gilligan. given 
time, should be on a par with his 
brothers. He came fast in the Rindge 
and Brookline games. With more ex- 
perience he will be pven more vat 
uahle. He is laboring under two han- 
dicaps— first his inability to get away 
to a quick start. Tom Gilligan was 
the same and he overcame it by at- 
tending track practice. He was Car 
better after that. Secondly the young- 
est member of the Gilligan trio is 
handicapped because every fan is 
watching him and putting him on the 
same level as his brothers. He is 
not and he will never he — unless given 
a chance. * 

Many others oil the squad have 
shown marked improvement in their 
play but there is one more who 
stands out* above all the rest. Play- 
ing at the start of the season at half- 
back and as a substitute quarterback 
and finally becoming the regular 
quarterback and acting-captain Len 
Clark has proven his worth. A foot- 
ball team can be a good team with 
only a mediocre quarter if they team 
together well, work in unison, and 
carry out their individual assignments 
hut it takes a good quarterback to 
get the most out of any team. The 
early part of the season a team 
seldom is in unison unless it is en- 
tirely veteran. Then victories are 
largely won by a few stars. Late sea- 
son games, however, are the opposite. 
The stars shine then because their 
path has been cleared for them by 
their teammates. At the close of the 
season Newton had lost its two re- 
maining satellites and depended on its 
entire eleven men as a unit. Clark 
took over Spain’s job as quarterback 
and Andres’ job as captain and his 
work in the Brookline game was 
nothing short of remarkable. Never, 
in recent years, has a Newton eleven, 
the underdog at the start of the final 
game, and on the short end of a 9 to 
0 score given their all as did the 1926 
eleven Thanksgiving Day. It was a 
wonderful and thrilling sight to be- 
hold and it is hard to see where a 
single spectator at the game could 
fail to thrill and be proud of Clark 
and his teammates in that game. To 
be sure Clark’s judgment on a few’ 
occasions is open to criticism but no 
one expects any schoolboy to use In- 
fallible judgment under pressure of 
a game. 

That is the 1926 Newton high'sehool 
team. Behind all this progress of the 
various individuals lies something of 
which notice has not yet been taken. 
Who is responsible? Much has been 
written of playing for the school’s 
honor. That may be but it is the 
coach who imparts to the members of 
the squad the knowledge of the funda- 
mentals of the great American sport. 
Therein lies the answer and that is 
why it cun he truthfully said that the* 
1926 seusou has been successful and 
that Coach Dickinson is entitled to 
more credit this year than in 1921 
when lie had u team of championship 
material at the beginning of the sea- 
son. one which needed but little ooach- 
iug.

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EDITORIALS 


An editorial in the Bos-ton Tran- 
script suggesting that Newton should 
accept full inclusion In the Metro- 
politan water district which "a leas 
pe.nny-\Mise Policy” would probably 
have led it to adopt many years ago, 
shows a lamentable lack of knowledge 
of Newton’s affairs. In the first place 
Newton is an active part of the metro- 
politan water system, having entered 
as one of the original municipalities 
and retaining membership by the pay- 
ment of annual assessments. Newton 
today can demand full service from 
the Metropolitan water district. We 
have not done so, because our water 
supply has always been considered far 
superior to that of the Metropolitan 
district, as it is a water that is not 
exposed to open reservoir conditions, 
and does not see daylight until it flows 
from the faucet. These considerations 
have caused successive city govern- 
ments to continue the policy of extend- 
ing our own water supply to the limit 
rather than entering the Metropolitan 
district. As the city continues to grow 
we will be compelled to purchase more 
and more water from the Metropolitan 
district, but we hope the day is far 
distant when we shall be obliged to 
discontinue our present source of 
supply in the Charles river valley. 
This may be a “penny-wise” policy, 
but we have our doubts if it would be 
so considered by impartial observers. 
— o — 

We earnestly call attention this 
week to the article on the new Branch 
Library at West Newton and to the 
splendid work of the ladies who ini- 
tiated and carried thru that civic en- 
terprize. 

This achievement of the residents 
of West Newton should be a stimulus 
and inspiration to the people of New- 
ton Centre to go and do likewise.

We don’t want to be unduly pessi- 
mistic but we are looking forward to 
our city election with expectations 
that only 25 per cent of the registered 


voters will cast their ballot. The in- 
difference of the average citizen to his 
civic duties is most appalling when 
one realizes what might happen be- 
cause of that neglect.

We are informed that the reason the 
low stone wall was not constructed by 
the Fuller Garage at the corner of 
Watertown street and Davis Court, 
was due to the fact that Davis Court, 
an open way for over forty years, 
could not be legally obstructed in this 
manner.

There are brick and 
stone buttresses on tlio exterior. 
Leaded glass windows are used in 
the principal rooms. 

There is a commodious vestibulo at 
the main entrance opening directly 
into the main reading room, finished 
in brown oak, with delivery desk in 
the centre. One side is for adults 
and the other for children. There are 
bookcases all around and seats under 
the large end windows. There is a 
Gothic fireplace on the rear wall and 
a glass screen between the reading 
room and the work room. 

The roof is supported by ornament- 
al Gothic trusses, and the floor is 
covered with linoleum. Adjoining the 
work room at the rear is a room for 
the librarian. 

There Is a stairway in the rear 
which serves as an exit and also gives 
access to the toilets in the basement. 

The basement is devoted entirely to 
Community purposes. There is an 
entrance at grade to the large com- 
munity room about 30x36 feet with 
beamed ceiling and fireplace. There 
is a room for a motion picture ma- 
chine under the vestibule. Adjoin- 
ing the community room is a kitchen 
equipped in the most modern manner. 
In addition to the toilets already men- 
tioned there is a heater and coal 
room, a committee room and a room 
for storage. 

The floors are all of granolithic ex- 
cept in the community room where 
linoleum is used.

the Metropolitan supply, that if a ref- 
erendum should be voted upon, at 
least 80 per cent of the voters of this 
city would ballot to retain the present 
supply. 

Greater Boston newspapers de- 
voted columns of space to articles 
alleging that New'ton’s water is un- 
fit either to drink or to bathe in. One 
paper featured this “news” on its 
front page. But a statement from Mr. 
Goodenough, Chief Engineer of the 
State Board of Health, telling that 
Newton water is “O. K.,” was limited 
to a space of about a dozen lines, 
tucked away on an inside page. On 
certain streets in the city, residents 
are having trouble with the city wa- 
ter. An Auburndale resident informed 
us this week that the water supplied 
to his house frequently contains much 
rusty sediment and is unfit for use. 
He lives on a new street supplied 
through a small dead-end main. Un- 
doubtedly the special committee of 
the Aldermen studying the water 
situation will correct such cases as 
this as soon as possible. 

The gold fish said to have been 
killed by the “pollution” in the New- 
ton water wore quite valuable. They 
probably were 22 carat gold fish. 

Talking about goldfish. Several 
years ago. before the 18th Amend- 
ment went Into effect, a well known 
resident of Newton invited a few 
friends to his home one night. One of 
his guests was a person with a bigl Vj, 
developed sense of humor. The host 
prepared a lunch for his visitors. He 
opened u tin of sardines and made 
some sandwiches. Then he went to 
llie kitchen to get the coffee. During 
his absence the practical joker in the 
party removed the sardines from the 
sandwich which was reserved for the 
host, and replaced them wlfh several 
tiny goldfish which lie took from a 
bowl on tiie living-room table. The 
host returned with the coffee and ate 
the goldfish sandwich, not noticing 
the substitution. This may sound 
like a “fish” story, hut It is true. 

Despite the fuct that our zoning or- 
dinance forbids u business being con- 
ducted in a residential zone, some 
persons in the city have been violating 
the luw. Objections huve not been 
made in most cases because these in- 
fractions huve been carried on in un 
inconspicuous manner. But, when a 
new comer to the city will openly ad- 
vertise a business in a West Newton 
residential section, the neighbors in 


that district can hardly be blamed for 
asking, “Why is this violation of the 
zoning ordinance permitted?” 


The “open season” on deer is about 
with us. Next week the woods will 
be filled with hunters and “would be 
hunters.” Many more of the latter 
than the former. It is a farce to ob- 
serve how easy it is to obtain a hunt- 
ing license. Any person can go to 
his local city or town clerk and obtain 
a hunting and fishing license by pay- 
ing $2.25. Even aliens who are unable 
to read or write a word of English. 
No examination is given to ascertain 
whether the person receiving the li- 
cense has any knowledge of the laws 
relating to hunting and fishing. No 
test must be passed to prove that the 
applicant lias any knowledge of the 
proper use of firearms. And thus pro- 
vided with a license, the "hunters” 
can sally forth equipped with deadly 
weapons in quest of bird and wild 
animals. 

A large percentage of those obtain- 
ing bunting licenses are city bred per- 
sons who can hardly tell a heifer from 
a deer or a pheasant from a domestic 
fowl. Many who receive licenses 
never bad any experiences with guns 
and have never been in the woods. It 
is no wonder that many birds are 
killed which are “protected,” and if 
is a wonder that more persons are not 
killed by "hunters” who know little 
or nothing regarding the death deal- 
ing tools they carry and use.

The Newton delegation at Mount 
Holyoke is so large that for another 
week we must take the time and the 
spare to relate their accomplishments 
and victories. 

In the jmiior class there are two 
girls whom we have not mentioned 
previously, nnmely: Louise Pnul and 
Esther Stiles. The latter comes from 
Newtonville. During her stay at the 
High School she was a member of the 
Spanish Club for the first two years 
of its existence. The organization was 
then in its formative state and, due in 
part to her interest, It became very 
strong and last year took its place as 
one of the major clubs of the school. 
She was also in that, distinctive group 
that composes the Library Club and 
sang in the Chorus under Mr. Griffin’s 
direction in 1924. This year marked 
the first real advance in the way of 
mass singing, and the results are 
clearly shown in the Outdoor Concert 
staged in the last days of school each 
year.

She passed 
most of her preparatory years in Nor- 
walk, Connecticut, attending a private 
school in the vicinity, later she came 
to Newton High, and finally graduated 
from the Choate School for Girls in 
Brookline. Her chief interest lies 
along the line of the study of Archae- 
ology. Because of this desire, her 
studying has been in that bogey of all 
Classical students, Latin, in which 
subject she has gained honors and 
credit for herself. 

The leader of the sophomore dele- 
gation at South Hadley is Mary Rey- 
nolds of Newton Highlands. Graduat- 
ing from Newton in 1923, she spent 
the next two years working in a hos- 
pital in Boston. Arriving at the con- 
clusion that she would be better fit 
ted for her work if she attended col- 
lege, she brushed up on her studies 
and passed the College Board exam- 
inations with flying colors, in spite of 
her long absence away from organ- 
ized study. She is one of the most 
popular girls in her class at Mount 
Holyoke, holding class office and be- 
ing a delegate of her class on the all- 
important body known as the Student 
Government. The Debating Society 
an dits later off-spring, the Forum, 
held her membership card for three 
years at Newton. During this time 
she was a finalist in the Prize Speak- 
ing in 1921. In her junior year she 
headed the Junior Reception Commit- 
tee that always prepares the festivi- 
ties for the Seniors on Graduation 
Day, and later it has charge of the 
Banquet arrangements. Her final year 
was one of many honors, chiefly in 
positions of responsibility, such as the 
Student Council, the Senior Play Com- 
mittee. and as Editor’s Assistant on 
the Newtonian. As an actress in the 
Senior Play of that year she made a 
paratively small part real and vivid. 
Thigfto such an extent that it became 
one of the features of Mr. F. L. Ba- 
con’s production. “My Lady Coquetry.” 

Among her class-mates are two 
Newtonites, Mary Warren and Eliza- 
beth Miller, both of Auburndale. The 
first named was the creator of some 
of the most vivid word pictures ever 
written by a high school student. Us- 
ually these took the form of verse, 
aud under the careful instruction of 
Miss F. M. Smith she increased her 
power of expression until at the end 
of her senior term she was writing 
some very creditable lyrics. As could 
easily lie surmised, she was a member 
of Alpha Beta her sophomore year, 
which at the same time was the natal 
year of the group itself.

She excelled in 
the study of French, being a leader in 
the outside body of the same depart- 
ment, besides being in the first French 
burlesque that hud ever been presen- 
ted iu its uutivo tongue lu Newton. Shu 
sung iu the Glee Club her senior year, 
uud also was elected to the English 
Club during the same term. 


From the same graduating class but 
entering as a freshman this year due 
to illness is Eloise Andrews of West 
Newton. She belonged to Alpha Beta 
for two seasons and in later years to 
its parent organization, the English 
Club. Her chief bent seemed to be 
along the royal road of mathematics, 
and as a result she was in Alpha 
Gamma Tau for three consecutive 1 
years. The French Circle had her on 
their lists for two seasons and in her 
senior year she was one of the over- 
seers of the Library. Politically she 
held positions of responsibility as she 
was a member of the Student Council 
for two years during her first terms 
at Newton.

Appropriations amounting to $175,- 
500.62 have been made for 57 sanitary 
sewers, a distance of 25,768 feet, which 
includes the Faneuil Valley sewer now 
being constructed. 

Special drain work in 11 locations 
amounted to $74,401.85 while 4 better- 
ment streets amounted to $25,450.00. 

$6,365.00 was appropriated for five 
widenings. 

All of the above special work Is 
nearly completed.

WOMAN KILLED AT WEST NEWTON 


Mrs. Nellie Bellows, 49, of 6 Iona 
street, Rosllndale, was instantly killed 
Saturday afternoon In an auto crash 
at the corner of Commonweath avenue 
and Chestnut streets.

Her husband, Ernest Bellows, 52, was 
seriously Injured, his skull being frac- 
tured. Mr. and 'Mrs. Bellows had 
spent Thanksgiving with their daugh- 
ter. Mrs. Susan Tierney of Fiskdale. 
and she was driving them back to their 
home in a Marmon touring car. With 
her in the front seat of the car was 
Mrs. Ethel Pion of Southbridge. As 
the automobile driven by Mrs. Tierney 
was passing Chestnut street, on Con- 
monwealth avenue, a Chandler car 
driven by Lelarnl A. Merrlhew of 
Burnham street, Waverley came along 
Chestnut street and hit the rear of 
the Tierney auto. The Marmon was 
swerved around by the force of the 
collision, diverted over the sidewalk 
into a vacant lot, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Bellows hurled out. The top of the 
woman’s skull was torn off. Mrs. 
Tierney and Mrs. Pion were severely 
shaken up but escaped serious injur- 
ies.

ARTICLE No. 2 


In a' preceding article, reference was 
made to a player in Chicago holding 
thirteen of a suit and the statement 
was made that such a hand would be 
held only once in about one hundred 
and fifty billion hands. The law of aver- 
ages, however, seems to have slipped 
somewhere for another such hand — 
thirteen diamonds, this time — wa3 
held in Chicago, July Id, 1925, and is 
authenticated by a&davit. Why the 
law of averages seems to slip only in 


Chicago is still a mystery, but slip it 
does and that means that the rest of us 
will have to keep on holding stupid 
hands for many years before another 
player gets even a chance of holding 
thirteen of a suit again. The incident is 
not only poteworthy because of the 
unique holding but also because of the 
f.iCt that the holder of the thirteen dia- 
monds did not win the final declaration. 
Here are the hands of all four players:

The dealer, Mr. John Donahoe, bid 
one diamond, A bid one heart, Y pa. sed 
and B bid one spade. From then on B 
and 2 bid up the hand until Z bid seven 
diamonds and B overbid with seven 
spades, even though his partner, A, 
had doubled both the six and seven 
diamond bid. Z opened the king of dia- 
monds and if B had trumixxf in A’s 
hand with the ten of spades, discarding 
the trey of hearts from his own hand, 
he could have nude a grand slam. He 
was so excited, however, over the bid- 
ding, that he discarded a heart from A’s 
hand and trumped in his own hand. As 
a result he lost his contract by one 
trick. It really is a most unusual hand 
and one for all auction players to re- 
member. It is authenticated by atn- 
davit so that there is no doubt as to its 
act ual_ occurrence. Another interesting 
point in connection with it is whether 


or not Mr. Donahoe’s bid of one dia- 


| monil was the correct bid. It was either 
a case of one diamond or seven dia- 
monds. If he had bid seven diamonds, 
A would undoubtedly have doubled 
and it is very questionable whether B 
would have bid seven spades. If you 
want to start an argument, ask your 
friends' how thev would have bid the 
hand. It is a close question but the 
writer is inclined to a bid of one dia- 
mond. It txnceals the strength and if 
forced to a very high bid is more apt to 
force a double. A bid of seven with such 
a hand gives too much information. It 
indicates to the opponents that the 
bidder has an invincible hand and prac- 
tically advertises: “Don't double for I 
can make my bid or if you want to save 
game, overbid and take a penalty.” 
Think it over and discuss it with your 
friends.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

1 am glad and thankful, a.s the old 
ladies and others often put It, that 
Newton ban no great murder trial to 
command space on the front pages of 
the daily newspapers. It wouldn’t he 
any advantage to us as a city and 
surely nothing more or less than de- 
moralizing to our citizenship. New- 
ton’s latest hurst into the headlines 
was over its water supply, or at least 
what some people thought of It. I 
think those things do no harm even If 
exaggeration ts permitted. But let’s 
get back to murder and take up water 
later. 

Now when a place like Somerville, 
N. J., has a murder trial of such wide 
public interest as the Hall-Mill case it 
must be that everything in the town is 
halted, at least to some extent. Nat- 
urally, things have got to go along 
somehow or there would be disaster, 
but the whole atmosphere of the town 
is, let us be charitable, tainted with the 
Hall-Mills court proceedings. What a 
calamity when a population has to 
take time off to watch the comings 
and goings of the court officials, the 
jury, the witnesses and — by no means 
the least numerous — the newspaper 
correspondents. 

A town that Is in the limelight un- 
der such circumstances Is really up 
against it, although it doesn’t begin to 
find out that fact for some time. It 
lias been some time since I have “cov- 
ered” a murder for a newspaper, but 
I haven’t forgotten those to which I 
was assigned. I know that the towns- 
people grin when the newspaper re- 
porters first appear, hut as the days 
go by and the newspaper reporters re- 
main the townspeople begin to show 
signs which seem to indicate they are 
not as hospitable us they were. 

Now here is just the reason. A town 
doesn’t mind a little publicity now and 
then if it doesn’t last too long. When, 
however, papers all over the country, 
day in and day out, carry stor- 
ies on their front pages under the date- 
line of that town, it gets on the nerves 
of the natives, especially when the sub- 
ject or the dispatches happens to he a 
sensational murder. 

I can easily imagine a resident of 
Somerville, N. J., receiving a letter 
from a cousin in Vermont from whom 
ho had not heard in the long time. 
Ten to one the letter will say, “I 
haven’t written to you in a long time 
but I thought I would ask you for 
the truth about this Hall-Mills mur- 
der, etc.” 

I would he willing to wager that 
the more thoughtful people of all 
classes in Somerville, N. J., wish there 
never had been such a case and are 
thoroughly sick and tired of the whole 
business. And I also urge Newton 
people to congratulate themselves 
tiiey haven’t any such thing as that 
to worry over.

Now the interesting thing about it 
to me is that Porter Brown probably 
hasn’t heard that the Players are go- 
ing to put It on.

I can vividly recall that Porter per- 
suaded the management of a big ama- 
teur production in Boston that I was 
a comedian. They fell for it, and the 
result was that I appeared in a musi- 
cal extravaganza for a whole week on 
the stage of the old Boston Theatre. 
It was for a well known charity so I 
got nothing but kind words, which 
meant more than a big salary.

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I made some reference to water — 
Newton water. I suppose as a patriot- 
ic citizen I should hereby declare 
that any criticism of Newton water 
was both unfair and unjust and un- 
called for. 1 know that I can tell the 
world that Newton water is all right 
and that bacterial tests have proved 
it. It might also he a patriotic thing 
to do to denounce anybody who dared 
ay that Newton water was impure. 

But I am not going to do that be- 
cause in my opinion it would make 
this column look ridiculous. If there 
has been newspaper discussion of 
Newton water it is because Newton 
water, at least in appearance, has giv- 
en good reason to make people talk 
and wonder. There were months and 
months when the water from the tap 
showed a discoloration that was most 
appalling in appearance although 
harmless enough in substance. 

Now Newton has had a water prob- 
lem. We might as well admit that. 
It isnt an’y reflection on anybody’s in- 
tegrity or industry when water mains 
become filled with rust. We might as 
well hold a man or woman account- 
able for their hair turning gray. 
Everybody and everythnig grows old — 
even water mains. And when they 
reach that situation they need at- 
tention. 

Very well, Newton some months ago 
solved the difficulty, rather tardily it 
seems to me — and yet I have come to 
the conclusion that they have more 
time than anything else at City Hall. 
Well, as l say Newton did tackle the 
water problem and in my opinion did 
an excellent job in straightening out 
a mean condition. Consequently all 
danger has passed. 

The whole thing is over now and It 
looks a.s if we could drink as much 
water as we wanted — those of us who 
stick to water — without worrying. Let 
us not forget, however, that there 
have been faults with the water sys- 
tem. for which no one individual is 
to blame and for which no one should 
be eensured. We should admit a few 
mistakes once in a while instead of 
shouting our indignation, especially 
when it is more becoming to hold our 
tongues. 

When Newton sees the amuteur 
production of “The Bad Man,” which 
the Players are to put on for their 
December series at Players’ Hall next 
week, it will mean that there has been 
presented in Newton u New York suc- 
cess by a Newton playwright.

I 
might as well say now as at uny time 
that I refer to Porter Emerson Brown, 
whose mother is a resident of Hollis 
street und who himself lived there 
when he first struck out for himself 
some twenty-odd years ugo. 

I shall not tell much uhoul “The 
Bad Man,” for it Ih too well kuowu 
to need extensive comment. It was 
produced first lu New York with Hol- 
brook Hltnn in the title role, latter 


time in Arizona and in Mexico itself. 
Pancho Villa, the famous Mexican ad- 
venturer, was cutting-up pretty ex- 
tensively about that time. Porter 
Brown knew a lot of things that Villa 
was doing and had done. He saw at 
once there was dramatic material in 
such a resourceful fellow. Well, that’s 
how he came to write “The Bad Man,” 
so that if you are in the audience 
next week you can think of Porter 
Brown, the Newton hoy, and Pancho 
Villa, who furnished him the inspira- 
tion.

Three cases of diptheria were 
reported, eight cases of scarlet fever, 
twenty-two cases of mumps, four cases 
of whooping cough, and two cases of 
chicken pox. 

The sanitary division of the Board 
of Health investigated 36 complaints 
and abated 22 nuisances. Thirty milk 
amples were inspected und twenty-five 
dairies visited. Sixteen bakeries and 
twenty-one markets were inspected. 


There is something which for a long 
time has puzzled me. I do not know 
ifit is because I do not take long walks 
as often as I once did, or that con- 
ditions have actually changed. But 
is it, or isn’t it a fact that people do 
not pay as much attention to sweep- 
ing off sidewalks in front of their 
houses? 

The other day I saw a nioit, a house- 
owner and the possessor of means, in- 
dustriously pushing, or shall I say 
swinging, a broom in a commendable 
desire to clean the stretch of con- 
crete that bordered his property. The 
sight somehow struck me as unusual. 
And yet when I began to ponder I 
said to myself, “People do, or at least 
they used to, clean their sidewalks. 
Has it gone out of fashion?” 

And that is precisely what has me 
guessing at the present moment. Do 
residents care less than they did about 
appearances or do they say, “Let the 
city do it; we pay taxes enough!” I 
confess I am very much at sea. 

I can distinctly recall the time 
when civic pride impelled the owner 
of property— no matter how imposing 
his bank account — to have a clean 
sidewalk. He, und she (for women 
are no less idealistic) had the front 
piazza, steps, and walk thoroughly 
“broomed" and then wound-up the 
ceremony by giving the sidewalk a 
complete “going-over.” 

Was that Just an old-fashioned no- 
tion. and are the few who still cling 
to that custom too "fussy” for mod- 
ern times? 


Now I hesitate to preach, for fear I 
shall he put down for having cele- 
brated a great many more birthdays 
than have rolled over my head. And 
yet I must say thut in my judgment a 
greut many of the old-fashioned vir- 
tues are somehow lost in the shuffle 
these days. Maybe not— but I’m open 
to conviction. There was a time 
when citizens would not tolerate any- 
thing that was not square and above 
board in what was really everybody’s 
business und affected the welfare of 
the entire community. And yet such 
things, trifling and triviul, perhaps, 
are often winked-at nowadays. It 
seems a pity, too, for when people 
lose respect of one another, when citi- 
zens are not assured of the high- 
mindedness of those in authority- 
well it isn't us it should be and it 
just can’t go on to uny good eud.

Barbara Jack and Eloise Andrews Receive Highest Honors 
for Girl Scouts at a Largely Attended Rally on Friday 


The Golden Eaglet, the highest 
award given to a Girl Scout and the 
one Which is always before the girl 
as the emblem of her scout Ideal. 
When It Is attained she realises that 
it is just a milestone on her Scout way 
and that having passed that goal there 
are others ahead with wider outlooks 
and broader ways for service. 

Two girls. Barbara Jack and Eloise 
Andrews of Troop No. 15, West New- 
ton, were awarded this Golden Eaglet 
at the Newton Rally which was held 
on Friday night in the gymnasium of 
the Newton High School.

The special committee of the Board 
of Aldermen, which for the past year 
has been studying the Newton water 
supply, held a conference with the 
Finance Committee on Monday night. 
As a result $6000 was appropriated to 
clean the wooden conduit and the pipe 
lines on the water reservation at 
Needham. The work will start in the 
near future and at that time the sup- 
ply from the Needham meadows will 
cease to flow into the mains of the 
city and water from the Metropolitan 
system will be furnished to residents 
of this burg. It is estimated that this 
supply will be used for about two 
week r ». So, for a fortnight those resi- 
dents of this city who have been 
anxious for the superior (?) water 
from the Clinton reservoir, will be 
provided with a liquid which they can 
drink and bathe in with impunity. 

The Mayor recommended, in a com- 
munication to the Board of Aldermen, 
that $10,000 be appropriated for im- 
provements to the water system and 
for the payment of water purchased 
from the Metropolitan Commission in 
1925. The $6000 appropriated by the 
aldermen contains the following 
items: Edison Company for wiring to 
job, $800; rent of 12-inch pump and 40 
horse-power motor, $250: piping.

ALDERMEN MEET 


The nldormon held a regular meet- 
ing Monday night. All members of the 
Board were present except Alderman 
Leatiy. He In common wdth the other 
plumbers In the city, was rendering 
first aid to houaeholdera whoae plumb- 
ing, or heating equipment had been put 
out of kilter by the Intenae cold apell 
on Saturday and Sunday. An unusu- 
ally amull "gallery” mlaaed one of the 
moat intereating meetinga of the paat 
year. It would aeem that residents of 
Newton are not much agitated over 
the alleged potential menace to the 
water supply of the city. None of 
them was present to listen to the dis- 
suasion of this much advertised matter 
by the Aldermen. What would have 
otherwise been a very tame meeting, 
was turned into a lively session by 
Alderman Hodgdon. The Ward 5 mem- 
ber, who hnilB from the Upper Falls, 
is "from Missouri” when matters of 
import are apparently not receiving 
proper consideration, or publicity. 

The first hearing called on petitions 
was that of the Fessenden School for 

permit to store 500 gallons of gaso- 
line for private use at 215 Albemarle 
road. No opposition appeared against 
this petition. Relative to the order for 
laying a drain and common sewer 
through Newton street from Chest- 
nut Hill road to the end of the street, 
Alderman Earle explained that the 
State Department of Health requests 
this improvement because Newton 
street is hut a short distance removed 
from the Chestnut Hill Reservoir, and 
a number of houses are being erected 
In this locality. The aldermen appro- 
priated $4525 to build the drain and 
sewer. William McKee asked the 
Board for a division of the street bet- 
terment assessment on Brookdale road, 
Newtonville. No proponents or oppo- 
nents appeared when hearings were 
announced on laying main drains from 
the Crafts street yard of the Street 
Department to the Newtonville drain, 
and through land of Francis Kirby off 
Crosby road. 

The Public Works Committee rec- 
ommended leave to withdraw on the 
petitions of Charles O’Malley and John 


on Washington street. There was a 
similar situation at the station whic h 
we granted at the corner of Washing- 
ton and Lowell avenue.

In Ward 4, Alderman Noone, who 
has served hut one year. Is clearly 
entitled to the re-election which is 
apparently coming to him next Tues- 
day. 

In Ward 5. Alderman Favinger has 
rendered splendid service and ought 
not to he even opposed for re- 
election. It hatf long been recog- 
nized that the three distinct civic cen- 
tres in Ward 5. the Upper Falls. New- 
ton Highlands and Waban should each 
have a representative in the hoard of 
aldermen and the candidacy of Mr. 
McKenzie, from the Upper Falls sec- 
tion, already represented by Aider- 
man Hodgdon. Is a clear violation of 
that understanding and ought to be 
frowned upon by the voters of Ward 5. 

We have a feeling that it is useless 
to urge our citizens to vote at the 
coming city election. With an elec- 
tion with only one city wide contest 
and with only three ward contests the 
people will refuse to take it serious- 
ly even though a city government so 
chosen may have some effect on the 
tax payer’s pocket hook. The one 
remedy which we believe would be 
of some value in this state of mind, 
is a change to biennial elections, 
whereby the city government would 
be elected at the same time a mayor 
is chosen, with a possible greater in- 
terest on the part of the voters. 

While the preferential system of 
voting will apply to the election of 
aldermen-at-large from Ward 4, the 
issues in that contest arc so plain 
that there is no need to exercise a 
second choice. The election lies be- 
tween Mr. Dougherty and Mr. Heath- 
cote. and while there is a third can- 
didate, his support Is so small that it 
will cut little figure in the result.

of the State Health Department who 
lives in Newton. He knows what the. 
tests made of Newton water show. He 
and his children drink Newton water. 
The State Health Department is mak- 
ing daily tests of Newton water. Our 
consulting engineers, Weston and 
Sampson, are making weekly tests 
which are four times as exacting as 
those made by the state officials. Thus 
there is a double check on Newton 
water. All the recent tests show the 
water to be good.” 

Alderman Collins asked if the re- 
moving of the sediment from the 1 
wooden conduit will not remove the 
chief cause of the discoloration of the 
water, and if it is correct that the 
sediment in it is not detrimental to 
health. He remarked that the great 
majority of Newton people are rea- 
sonable, and more interested in know- 
ing what is being done about improv- 
ing the city’s water supply, than they j 
are anxious about changing to the 
Metropolitan system. 

Mr. Bail replied, “that the sediment 
is not detrimental to health and that 
few complaints have been received 
since the large mains were cleaned as 
compared with the number of com- 
plaints received before. Commissioner 
Whitney is keeping a card index of 
complaints and had received none for 
10 days preceding this day. Of 
course a broken hydrant, or some 
similar disturbance will cause the | 
water in the mains on nearby streets 
to become muddled. The Crenothrix 
in the conduit has been gathering for 
36 years. All the mains on the side 
streets will have to be cleaned. On 
short lengths of main, such as a few 
hundreds of feet, the streets will not 
be torn up to install the scraping 
machine. These short lengths will be 
flushed. If we start to use water from 
the Metropolitan supply, we will get 
plenty of kicks within 24 hours, be- 
cause this water, being soft, will act 
as a solvent and loosen the sediment 
in the mains which have not been yet 
scraped.” 

Alderman Gallagher said, "Alder- 
man Bail has been very efficient as 
Chairman of the Committee, of which 
I am a member. We have in this city 
about the best water of any city in 
the country. It is almost as good as 
Poland Spring water. Newton water 
has never been polluted. The past 
year has been the healthiest Newton 
has ever had. The only reason I would 
consent to serve on the Board is be- 
cause of my interest in the water 
supply. We have been meeting the 
situation and no one can make us de- 
viate from our course. The only per- 
sons we will take notice of, is the 
State Department of Health. We are 
anxious to co-operate with it. When 
we clean the wooden conduit out, we 
must use Metropolitan water. We 
could not get this water until re- 
cently. I hope those who have been 
crying for Metropolitan water will get 
enough of it within the next 10 days. [ 
Some of the carboys in this city 
which are supposed to contain spring 
or distilled water, have been refilled 
with Newton water. We have a good 
supply of water and the Metropolitan 
Commission would be glad to get some 
of it if they could. The Wachusett 
supply has been almost depleted. The 
State has reently appropriated $70,- 
000,000 for an additional Metropolitan 
water supply. The water In the 
Clinton basin is supposed to have 
several months to percolate. The 
Metropolitan District is now using 
water that fell in the last rain storm 
up Clinton way. It is the easiest 
j thing in the world to spread untruths. 
The rumors circulated about the pol- 
lution of Newton water will seriously 
affect the value of property in this 
city. We have no contamination at 
our water reservation. Nothing but 
crows fly over it. In 1921 Mr. Rogers, 
the then City Engineer, recommended 
that the wooden conduit be cleaned 
out, but he mentioned that this could 
not be done until a large w’ater main 
would be built across the city. This 
main, the new 20 inch pipe along 
Commonwealth avenue, was com- 
pleted just six weeks ago.”

For about seven years now the 
Christmas Seal Sales in Newton have 
made continuous constructive work 
possible among our school children, 
aimed at preventing disease by in- 
creasing the general health of those 
who are distinctly under par. A brief 
review of that work was printed in the 
local press about a year ago. Last 
week’s issue of the Graphic printed 
an outline of the organization of the 
“Special Health Classes” which for 
three years past has been carrying on 
this preventive work program, through 
the Health Committee of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau. 


fore, the average under weight child 
gains three-quarters of a pound per 
month, it may fairly be considered a 
satisfactory gain. On that basis it was 
found that 67.5 per cent of the chil- 
dren in these classes had made sat- 
ifactory gain in weight between Octo- 
ber. 1925, and April, 1926. 

Weight, of course, does not tell the 
whole story. The physical condition 
of the youngsters with respect to 
teeth, tonsils, adenoids, posture, nu- 
trition, heart, lungs and vision has 
been determined in the grade schools, 
by competent physicinns, in the fall of 
each year during the past three years, 
including the present term. The re- 
sults of these physical examinations is 
recorded on a card for each pupil, 
provision being made on each card for 
ten such yearly records. They furnish 
to the school physicians, nurses, and

Of the approximately 10,000 pupils 
in Newton Grade Schools in October, 
1925, about 4 per cent were found to 
be more than 10 per cent below nor- 
mal weight as indicated by standard 
weight and height tables. Of these, 
something over one quarter accepted 
the invitation to join the Special 
Health Classes, and other children 
were for various special reasons in- 
cluded in the classes, which were held 
weekly in the Burr. Davis. Emerson. 
Hyde. Our Lady. Horace Mann. Mason, 
Sacred Heart. Stearns and Underwood 
Schools. The attendance at each of 
these classes averaged between 20 and 
30. 

Since weight is one criterion indica- 
tive of the child's condition, stress is 
laid on the desirability for the under 
weight child to gain more per month 
than the average gain of the normal 
child. The monthly weights of all the 
children in these classes are charted 
so that they may clearly see their 
progress from month to month, as il- 
lutrated below by Walter’s Chart. This 
was selected because it shows the 
gratifying results of co-operation of 
both child and mother in attention to 
diet, habits and attendance at his 
Health Class. He was 12 per cent 
under weight in October, and only 3.7 
per cent under weight in April* and 
heading rapidly for normal weight.

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defects that have distinct hearing on 
the child's capacity for satisfactory 
development in school, and the report 
cards, sent home by the children for 
the parent’s signature, ensure this 
information coming to the attention of 
the parents. 

Particularly for the children of the 
Special Health Classes are 
physical examinations important, for 
they bring to the immediate attention 
of the teacher, the physician, the nurse, 
the nutritionist and the posture teacher 
defects of these children, whose health 
they are specifically attempting to im- 
prove. A’ery personal and individual 
attention was given to those children 
and as close contact as possible was 
sought with their homes to bring 
about correction of the defects. For 
example, last year the nurses of the 
Special Health Classes made approx- 
imately 450 home calls, and the nutri- 
tionist over 3uu. Largely as a result 
of the co-operation fostered by this 
personal contact, gratifying progress 
was made in correction of defects. 
To he hrieflly specific: about 59 per 
cent of the children of these classes 
were found to have defects of teeth, 
and of these about 72 per cent were 
corrected; about 31 per cent had tonsil 
defects, and of these about 36 per cent 
were corrected; about 28 per cent 
were found to have defects of the 
lungs, and of these about 72 per cent 
were given correctional attention; 
about 67 per cent were noted as de- 
ficient in nutrition, and of these about 
48 per cent responded to 
measures for correction; about

Conservation. With the coming of 
Christmas comes the consideration of 
wreaths and treoe. And this brings 
reminder of our duty and responsi- 
bility for the conservation of two of 
our nation’s most precious resources, 
one material, one of far greater value, 
in the moral. Laurel wreaths are very 
lovely, but if used promiscuously, and 
if those who cut the laurel are en- 
couraged to strip the roots— no mat- 
ter how great our enjoyment may be 
in them — there will soon be no more of 
these delightful flowers In our midst. 
The question, then, is shall we use 
self control, refuse to tolerate the sell- 
er who has lost his sense of propor- 
tion in his greed, or shall we continue 
to enjoy blindly and take our punish- 
ment later? As for the Christmas 
trees — no one asks that we give up 
this custom so enjoyed by the chil- 
dren, of whatever age by the calendar 
— It is only asked that these trees be 
not stolen from the grounds and acres 
of others, be not cut ruthlessly from 
tops of trees— even though the sym- 
metry and grace of these tops look 
so artistic In our rooms, for this means 
destruction of the entire tree. In 
decorating our Christmas trees we 
surely want a clear conscience at this 
holy time of year— if at no other— 
that this has not been taken from 
property that we— and no one from 
whom we purchase — have invaded un- 
lawfully. The corrosive of this upon 
moral charcter is not measured by 
the dollars and cents that may be 
pridefully saved! We hear some argue 
that in the great areas of undergrowth 
on property not our own, there must 
be trees that it will be no harm to 
take. Even if we w'ere sure the owner 
would not object — and we are not — this 
argument is merely a salve to the con- 
science that still strives to keep its 
greed, by getting something for noth- 
ing. We — and no one who sells or 
cuts trees — have no right to step foot 
on land owned by others, or to take 
anything from that land. It is theft 
however much we argue to still the 
faint voice, and thievery should have 
no place in this American land of ours, 
provided we really desire to be the 
law-abiding citizens we like to have 
our neighbors think us. 

Purchase from dealers who are rais- 
ing their trees and laurel for sale, and 
be safe! 

Mrs. Myron Davis, Jr., the State 
Chairman of Conservation, appeals 
again to Club women to remember 
that we have enlisted to save our na 
tion’s resources, and to that end she 
says : 

“Let us urge moderation in all 
church and civic decorations, choos 
ing from abundant Christmas greens 
rather than indulging the lavish use 
of yards and yards of laurel festoons 
fashioned from that over-taxed plant. 
Let us begin urging our farmers to 
cherish their wealth of laurel as a 
land asset. The cutting of laurel so 
it will sprout satisfactorily ami pro- 
duce further crops is quite simple.

When the Newton water supply was 
acquired at Needham, so anxious were 
tl..> then residents of the city to ob- 
tain extra good water, that instead 
BjorkmanJ 0 * surface basins, an underground col- 


lecting system was built to insure 
pure water. This made the water more 
hard than if it were collected in sur- 
face basins. Later on to further as- 
sure pure water, the old open reservoir 
at Wahan Hill was abandoned, and a 
covered reservoir built. Newton water 
contains a slight amount of lime. At 
various rimes, certain persons, in- 
cluding an occasional physician, got 
It into their heads that among other 
diseases, Newton water caused rheu- 
matism. There arc more ailments 
designated as rheumatism than there 
aie varieties made by the famous 
pickle manufactory at Pittsburgh. But 
one of the most common causes of 
rheumatism, is alleged to he uric 
acid. Lime is supposed to be an alter- 
native for this, so Newton water 
should he beneficial rather than in- 
jurious to persons suffering from 
rheumatism. So we have been told. 
We mention this because it has been 
recently asserted that we newspaper 
men think we know everything about 
everything. So we do not desire to 
give »he impression that we know 
much about medicine. But we do 
know, that we can’t understand, 
among many other things, why some 
folks in this city claim that they have 
caught certain diseases from Newton 
water, when all their neighbors have 
escaped catching such diseases. And 
we can't reason out how these folks, 
after catching diseases from Newton 
water, recovered from said diseases 
while still continuing to drink the 
water. 

Twice within the past year we have 
explained briefly in the GRAPHIC 
whut Crenothrix is. Crenothrix is tho 
stuff that has been forming all these 
years In tin* wooden conduit ut Need- 
ham and in the wutor mains. It bus 
been loosened up the past few years 
by the growing amount of Metropoli- 
tan water whit h bus been brought 
into our water pipes, and it has caused 
the discoloration and muddy taste on 


occasions in our water supply. Wo 
again will explain for the few who 
may not yet understand Just what 
Crenothrix Is. It is a genus of bacteria 
of the family Chlamydobacteriaceae, 
consisting of long stiff unhranched 
filaments. It occurs abundantly in 
ponds and often in reservoirs, imparts 
a had taste to tho water, hut is not 
dangerous to health. If you can’t 
pronounce the name of this species — 
(’hlamydol)acteriaceae polyspora, ,play 
it on your ukulele. And don’t, make 
the mistake of thinking that because 
a microorganism is designated as a 
bacteria, that it is an undesirable 
citizen. Just as all men are not bad, 
many species of bacteria are helpful 
rather than harmful to mankind. 
Crenothrix in water pipes is certain- 
ly not helpful, but the bacteria that 
causes it. (we refuse to spell that 
word again) may perform some very 
necessary function in the general 
scheme of things. 

DEATH Of MR. HALL 

Hon. Janies H. W. Hall, a former 
Mayor of Cambridge and a well known 
business man of Boston, died Sunday 
at his summer home in North Pem- 
broke. 

For about fifteen years Mr. Hall 
has made his residence in Newton 
Centre where he has been active in 
church and civic affairs. 

He was horn September 28, 1842, 
the son of Samuel Whitney and Mar- 
garet Bass (Knowlton) Hall and was 
educated at the Roxbury and Boston 
I^atin Schools. He entered business 
at the age of sixteen years with the 
well-known lumber and shipping firm 
of Edward D. Peters & Co. He mar- 
ried in 1868 Orianna A. Breed of West 
Medford, who died in 1925. For many 
years he was a resident of Cambridge, 
and leader in church and civic affairs, 
and was alderman of that city in 
1879 and mayor in 1880. He was a 
member of the Cambridge Water 
Board for twenty years and its 
president for five; also a member of 
the Cambridge, Congregational, May- 
ors’, Brae Burn, Neighbors’ and Bos- 
ton City Clubs. 

He is survived by the following- 
named children: James R. Hall, Hor- 
ace W. Hall and Henry B. Hall, all of 
Boston ; Stanley B. Hall of Winona, 
Minn; Mrs. Benton C. Decker of Ber- 
keley. Calif.; Mrs. Albert T. Bailey of 
Newton; Miss Helen W. Hall of Bos- 
ton, and Mrs. Ernest H. Wilkins of 
Chicago. 111. 

GUARDING MAILS 

Among the U. S. Marines who were 
first selected to guard the mails 
against possible attacks by bandits 
is Louis Farlow MacLennan, of New- 
ton, Mass., who was on duty at Quan- 
tico. Va., prior to his assignment to 
this important duty. 

He is one of several picked men 
from Quantico, many of whom are 
from Massachusetts, who began their 
duties as mail guards shortly after 
President Coolidge had given his ap- 
proval. They are now furnishing 
protection to the mails in transit, 
guarding important postal centers, 
and insuring the safe delivery of val- 
uable mail packages. 

Louis is 22 years old. was born in 
Newton, and lived with his father, 
Duncan MacLennan, 11 Charlesbank 
road, Newton, before he joined the 
Marine Corps at Boston in 1923. It 
is the first time Marines have guarded 
the mails since November, 1921, when 
they were assigned this task for about 
four months. During this period no 
mail robberies occurred.

Then, In answer to my questioning, 
he disclosed the fact that he believed 
that the distribution of calendars free 
of charge was one of the blessings of 
which humanity should take advan- 
tage. It seems a pity, he stated, that 
everybody should not possess a calen 
dar, especially when they are to be 
lmd for the asking, and maybe for the 
taking. 

It struck nie at that time and since 
I have reflected on the situation that 
it must he the old, old desire to get 
something for nothing that inspires 
people to go out gunning for calen- 
dars. I have often wondered whether 
it was profitable to the giver. It al- 
ways struck me that a man who 
wished to advertise would do far bet- 
ter to spend his money In buying 
space in a newspaper or magazine 
where there was no doubt of the pos 
sihle return. A newspaper or period 
leal has a definite circulation and an 
established group of readers, edther 
large or small. There is no secret 
and no question about who is going 
to read the advertisement. 

But there is, in my opinion, some 
grave doubt as to whether a person is 
going to be so deeply impressed with 
the picture of a pretty girl sitting on 
a half-moon that he or she will rush 
out and buy some commodity the need 
of which had not up to that time 
seemed especially urgent. 

I think that lithographers do won- 
derful work on calendars and that to 
those who are partial to ornaments of 
that character they have their place.

It is 
a good deal of a strain on one’s civic 
pride to lose the city as a generous 
and considerate customer.” 

The letter of this contributor makes 
several other salient points. He says, 
“The question of running a city or a 
State or a county on a purely busi- 
ness basis has been the dream of 
idealists nlmost from the inception of 
representative government. Many have 
tried to make it practicable, but 
comparatively small number have 
succeeded. The average citizen does- 
n’t like to have his city called stingy. 
He may be pretty thrifty himself, but 
he like to have the place in which he 
resides ‘do things’ on a fairly grand 
scale. He thinks it looks shabby, as 
the English say, to scrimp. There- 
fore, this same tax-payer, sharp 
enough in his own business methods, 
w'ill calmly allow a municipality to 
play the good fellow’ while he sits 
buck and applauds.” 

My friend adds this bit of philoso- 
phy: "Individuals will do things on 
their own hook which they never 
would do collectively. I don’t know 
why it is, but it’s human nature. 
Don’t the votes show it?”

Most everybody has heard that pop- 
ular saying, the origin of which is 
laid at the door of the great show- 
man, P. T. Barnum, about the birth 
each moment of the day of some easy 
dupe from whom a slick swindler finds 
no difficulty in obtaining money. It 
is my guess that Barnum, if he said 
such a thing, was conservative, to 
say the least.

Personally, whenever I have been 
inveigled into putting up a trifling sum 
on the outcome of a football game 
or a world’s series I have been so far 
away from the winning figure that it 
lias been a joke. Therefore, through 
no desire to reform in this respect, 
but because I have learned that I am 
not a good guesser. I have refrained 
from taking chances. 

But there are braver souls who do 
risk their money, more money than 
would buy them real estate or sound 
possessions, and some of them seem 
to come out on top. I have often 
heard it said, "easy come, easy go." 
hut thus far I have been unable to 
prove the truth of that ancient prov- 
erb. 

It strikes me that there is an ele- 
ment of risk in about everything 
worth while, hut that is legitimate it 
the risk is such as one need not he 
ashamed of the resultant gain. On the 
other hand the law must step in and 
protect those with a yearning to get 
rich quickly. Investigators of the 
State, and even the Attorney General 
himself, must devote his time to pro- 
tect the foolish. The present Albany 
and Hudson pool is an Instance. 

However, if people will do those 
things there doesn’t seem to be any 
help for it, and certainly no occasion 
for the less venturesome — I will say 
timid and include myself in that class

ARTICLE No. 3 


One of the most puzzling questions 
of auction arises when your partner has 
made a business double and you have a 
hand that is worthless except at the 
suit you have bid. Should you leave in 
the double in the hope of defeating the 
contract or should you go on with your 
own bid? That is the question and the 
answer must always be a variable one, 
dependent on the cards held in each 
hand. As a general proposition you 
should figure whether or not your hand 
can take tricks at the bid that has been 
doubled. If it can, then your hand and 
your partner’s will probably defeat the 
contract. If your hand cannot take 
tricks at the bid that has been doubled, 
then you should rebid your own suit. 
The following hands are good illustra- 
tions of the rebid after partner’s double: 

Hand No. 1 


B : 


Hearts — 10, 8, 3 
Clubs— Q, J, 9, 8, 7, 5, 4, 2 
Diamonds — 7, 6 
Spades — none 

No score, first game. Z dealt and passed. 
A bid one spade, Y two hearts and B 
two spades. Z bid three clubs, A bid 
three spades, Y bid three no-trump and 
B doubled. Z bid four clubs, A bid four 
spades and Y doubled. If B passed 
what should Z now’ bid? Z should bid 
five clubs. His hand hasn’t the sign of 
a trick with spades trumps, and his 
partner must, therefore, take four tricks 
to defeat the four spade bid, which is 
very unlikely. As a matter of fact, Z 
can make five clubs, losing only one 
club and one heart t rick. At four spades, 
Y-Z can make only three tricks: two 
spade tricks and the ace of diamonds 
quite a difference. 

Hand No. 2 
Hearts — Q, J, 10, 7,4 
Clubs— 10, 8, 4,2 
Diamonds — 7 
Spades — J, 8, 4 


No score, rubber game. Z dealt and bid 
one heart, A bid one spade. Y bid four 
hearts and B bid four spades. Z doubled 
four spades. If A passed what should Y 
bid? Y should bid five hearts. His hand 
is worth five or six tricks with hearts 
trumps, but probably is not worth one 
if spades are trumps. His only chance is 
to find his partner with the ace of dia- 


monds and so be able to trump one 
diamond trick. If, however, his partner 
hasn’t the ace of diamonds, Y cannot 
take a trick with spades as trumps. For 
that reason he should bid five hearts. 
Y-Z can just make five hearts, while at 
spades A-B can make a grand slam. 
A had the ace of diamonds and no 
hearts, and B had no clubs, so a cross 
ruff could be established. If Y had bid 
five hearts, neither A nor B was strong 
enough to bid five spades over the 
double, so a bid of five hearts would 
have been a big winner. 

Here ate three hands that came up in 
a game the other evening of which an 
analysis will be given in the next article. 
They are most interesting because the 
principles involved are common every- 
day principles that every player should 
understand and know how to apply. 
Think them over.

| Meyerbeer's Coronation March was 
'the first on the list, in every way an 
I eminently suitable start to a pro- 
gramme, and very well rendered by 
Mr. Ralph Maclean and his musicians. 

Mr. Maclean has the happy knack 
of getting the most out of hfs players, 
and consequently, no part of the pro- 
gramme was at any time marred by 
raggedness usually inevitable to a 
group of players who rehearse perhaps 
no more than once a week, which 
proves the worth of a conductor. 

The second selection was Sibelius’ 
famous “Valse Triste,” a very popular 
number, and also very well remem- , 
( bered. 

| Miss Gertrude Tingley followed with 
the delightfully vivacious Gypsy Song 
|from “Carmen," accompanied by the 
Orchestra. Miss Tingley has of recent 
years, become very well known in Bos- 
i ton's musical circles, and apart from 
the rich contralto voice with which 
she is blessed, it was her easiness of 
style and delightful spirit that imme- 
diately won over the hearts of her 
Newton audience.

QUIET CITY ELECTION 

Small Vote Cast Last Tuesday. Heathcote, Wakefield, 
Noone and Favinger Win 


The city election on Tuesday result 
ed as all off year elections have usual 
ly resulted In a meagre vote, less than 
29 per cent of the registered voters 
taking the trouble to cast their bal- 
lots. 6166 to be exact, out of a total of 
21,653. 

There was but one city wide contest, 
that for alderman at large from ward 
4, in which there were three candi- 
dates. the sitting alderman George 
M. Heathcote being the winner with a 
first choice vote of 2923 to 2285 for 
Harold T. Dougherty and 165 for How- 
ard Murphy. As there were three can- 
didates for this office, the preferential 
system of voting applied. This sys- 
tem allows the Individual voter to reg- 
ister a first, second and third choice 
in candidates. In this plan If one 
candidate does not have a clear major- 
ity of first choice votes, the second 
choice votes are added to the firs* 
choice and a plurality of such totals 
determines the winner. On Tuesday 
it was not necessary to include the 
second choice votes as Mr. Heathcot:- 
had a clear ajority of first choice 
votes. 

Dougherty received 346 in second 
choice votes, Heathcote had 566, and 
Murphy, 289. There were 12 third 


choice votes for Dougherty, 8 for 
Heathcote and 11 for Murphy. 

There were three contests for ward 
alderman, including ward 2, 4 and 5. 
The ward 2 contest was a real flgbr. 
Alderman O’Connell, the sitting candi- 
date. losing out by only 104 votes. 
Friends of the winner, Augustus L. 
Wakefield, made a house to house can 
vas in his behalf, and he received 1060 
votes to 956 for O’Connell. It should 
be noted that over one third of the 
entire vote of the city was cast in this 
ward. In ward 4. Alderman Noone 
had an easy victory over Albert L. 
Cole, the vote being 565 for Noone 
and 327 for Cole. In ward 5. Aider- 
man Favinger received even a stronger 
endorsement, with 495 votes to 143 for 
Mr. McKenzie. All other candidates 
were unopposed.

One of the most brilliant of 
all students at the high school, she 
was hampered by accidents and ill- 
ness her final year, hut persevered, 
coming out an honor student. In 
club activities she was a prominent 
participant, holding membership in 
the English Club all four years; the 
first two in Alpha Beta, while the 
last were spent, in the upperclass 
group. Besides this organization, the 
French Club had her enrolled for 
her hist terms, being the secretary 
for the group In her senior months. 
She held the same office in the 
Mathematics Club, in which she had 
been a member for three years. Also 
the drama group under Miss Weth 
erbee claimed her attention at fhe 
same time. Under her direction the 
Newtonlte copy staff reached a peak 
of excellence that seldom is either 
reached or maintained in a High 
School periodical. In recognition of 
this effort she obtained the Newton- 
ite key, a symbol of her ability and 
devotion to an ideal. Many writers 
in the making who passed In their 
first copy to her. or to her assistants, 
found her an able counsellor and 
guide. Faith also served on the 
Senior Play Committee as an execu- 
tive, and as an added proof of her 
powers in this line she was a repre 
sentative to the Constitutional Con- 
vention. 

To return again to the near-by col- 
lege known as Wellesley, we will 
enumerate the works and accom- 
plishments of other girls from New- 
ton who now attend the lecture-halls 
of that college. First of these to 
mention this week is Olive Crawe of 
Newtonville. She entered from New- 
ton Junior High, soon becoming in- 
terested in a variety of activities in 
the outside life of the school. On the 
lists of the Mathematics organization 
we note her name, and in her senior 
year she was enrolled in the French 
and English Clubs. As a writer for 
the Newtonite she was one of the 
most, versatile persons on the staff, 
showing rare ability along the lines 
of feature articles. In a scholastic 


way she was near the top for she was 
on tho Honor Roll for three consecu- 
tive years. In her Junior terms she 
was on tho class volleyball team, 
and only the fact that they did not 
form such a team in her senior ses- 
sion kept her off of it. Another 
member of this youthful class Is 
Margaret Henry. She also was pro- 
ficient in the High School’s English 
requirements; as a result the Eng- 
lish Club, first as Alpha Beta, second- 
ly, as the senior group, welcomed her 
as a member for three years. In her 
last year she made a grand enroll- 
ment, Joining not only the aforc-men- 
tioned body, hut also the French Club, 
the Drama Club, and Ex LihriH. In 
the same session she was a writer on 
the Newtonian, being responsible to 
a large extent for the excellent pic- 
tures and captions in the 192G issue. 
Previously she had gained some val- 
uable experience In writing for the 
Newtonlte in her sophomore and jun- 
ior years. In spite of all the work 
and outside interests Peggy stood 
very close to the highest in her class 
when the Honor Roll was read, and 
some of her efforts in English were 
exceptionally well written.

Newton Community Club 


Tlie Newton Community Club held 
its only meeting of the month on De- 
cember 9tli. The Club Chorus, under 
the leadership of Mr. Houghton, gave 
much pleasure by its singing of songs 
appropriate to the pre-Cliristmas sea- 
son. Mrs. Irving O. Palmer spoke 
briefly of the work and purpose of the 
Newton Central Council which is a 
clearing-house for nearly 60 health, 
welfare, and civic organizations of the 
city. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Mrs. Jennie Loitman Barron, a Boston 
lawyer, whose subject was “Is Woman 
Suffrage Fulfilling its Purpose?” Mrs. 
Barron considers that it is, for, after 
all, it is only six years old! She 
traced the slow and difficult emancipa- 
tion ot women from a form of pro- 
perty to individuals. It was a sur- 
prise to many to he reminded that it 
was not until 1902 that a law was 
passed which gave women the right 
to joint guardianship of their chil- 
dren. 

As fair-minded persons realize, much 
remains to he accomplished, however, 
to right many years of injustice. Mrs. 
Barron emphasized the need for a uni- 
versal marriage and divorce law; the 
widely different law's of tho several 
states now causing endless confusion. 
She urged jury service for women, 
stating they are liable for such ser- 
vice in 22 states already. 

At tlie close of her address, Mrs. 
Barron made an eloquent appeal for 
peace, urging women to use their pol- 
itical power to that end. She had no 
thought of autagouism between men 
and women, but considers that they

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In the consideration of the water 
question in this city, we remind our 
readers that there are two distinct is- 
sues in the problem, which ought not 
to be confused. The first is the dis- 
coloration of the water by Crenothrix, 
which has been the target for criticism 
for the past year or so. and which has 
been almost completely eliminated 
from the larger water mains during 
the past summer and which will be 
eliminated from the smaller mains 
early in the spring. In passing, it 
should be noted that this condition 
was not unhealthy although it was 
disagreeable while it lasted. The sec- 
ond matter to consider was the action 
taken by a group of physicians re- 
cently, urging the abandonment of the 
present water supply and the use of 
Metropolitan water until the state 
board of health should have “guaran- 
teed” the purity of the Newton water 
supply. The phraseology used in the 
(statement by these physicians was 
most unfortunate, as was the publicity 
given the matter at a time when the 
community had not quite recovered 
from its agitation over the Chrenothrix 
matter. As good, if not better results 
would have been obtained, if this 
statement had been quietly submitted 
to the mayor and city government 
without giving it to the newspapers. 
We understand that the statement was 
based on an examination of analyses 
of the water for a period of twenty 
years and more particularly of ex- 
aminations made the past summer, 
which showed that the water had some 
evidences of contamination. It should 
be borne in mind that the state board 
of health makes this analysis at fre- 
quent intervals and that during the 
past summer, many more examina- 
tions were made than usual, although 
nothing was said to the Water Commis- 
sioner about the results until the 
letter from Dr. Bigelow* of November 
1st. This would seem to indicate that 
the state board was not unduly 
anxious over the quality of the New- 
ton water even though It did show* 
some contamination. Prompt work by 
the Water Department evidently 
remedied the trouble as all the re- 
cent examinations have shown the 
water perfectly safe. The action taken 
by the aldermen Dec. 6, was prin- 
cipally aimed at the cleaning of the old 
wooden conduit from Chrenothrix. This 
will require the closing down of the 
present source and the use of Metro- 
politan water for our entire supply for 
a period of two or three weeks, dur- 
ing which Newton people may learn 
the difference between the two kinds 
of water. 

The slim vote cast at the city elec- 
tion on Tuesday emphasizes the sug- 
gestion frequently made in the GRA- 
PHIC that the city should adopt the 
biennial plan of elections. It is evi- 
dently impossible to make the people 
vote where there is little public in- 
terest, and if we cannot move the 
mountain to Mohammet, w*e had bet- 
ter accept the situation and move Mo- 
hammet to the mountain, or iu other 
words hold elections only at such 
times as the public will take some in- 
terest, usually when there is an elec- 
tion for the important office of mayor. 
This can be done by obtaining the ne- 
cessary legislation from the General 
Court, and having the proposed change 
voted upon by the people at the city 
election next December.

ABOUT TOWN 


In last week's GRAPHIC was an ar- 
ticle written by us concerning the 
gasoline pumps which have been 
placed outside the Fuller Garage at 
West Newton. One paragraph quoted 
Alderman Hodgdon’s reference to the 
fact “that when the permit was 
granted for the erection of this gar- 
age, a condition was imposed that the 
north and east walls should be set- 
back 30 feet from the intersection of 
Watertown street, and Davis Court, 
and that the unoccupied land should 
be surrounded by a low wall. Through 
the caprice of that mischievous “devil” 
who haunts newspapers plants, the 
“make-up man" of the GRAPHIC 
mixed the type of a Girl Scouts story 
with the type of the article relative 
to the Fuller Garage. Instead of en- 
closing the unoccupied land at the 
corner of the garage with a low wall, 
he enclosed it with “varied ward- 
robes.” Said wardrobes, in reality, 
belonged to “Friendship Dolls” soon 
to be sent by the Girl Scouts to lit- 
tle girls in Japan. It would certainly 
he interesting to have “varied ward- 
robes” on display at the corner of 
Watertown street and Davis Court. 
The building formerly on this site 
was a horse’s dormitory, but the 
wardrobe, or harness room was on 
the Washington street side of the 
stable.

But he still is rated as. and receives 
an ordinary clerk’s salary. Why? 
Because he has never been fortunate 
enough to get sufficient political pull 
to obtain that advancement which he 
justly deserves. We refrain from men- 
tioning his name here, because this 
tribute to him was written absolutely 
without his knowledge, and he might 
be accused of collusion in the publish- 
ing of this paragraph.

Water may he a subject on which 
Newton folks are quite “fed up.” 
They certainly have read and heard 
enough about Newton water in the 
last few weeks. But water is one of 
the most vital things in our lives. 
Medical men tell us that humans are 
67 per cent water. This being so. 
it is difficult to understand why some 
men are so thirsty. Or perhaps, it 
explains why they are so thirsty for 
some other liquid fthan water. If 
they are water saturated 67 per cent, 
it is no wonder they hanker for some 
fluid other than the mixture of hydro- 
gen and oxygen. 


A year or two ago when so much 
trouble was being experienced with 
Newton water, we asked Water Com- 
missioner Whitney, “What causes the 
discoloration in the water?” Mr. 
Whitney informed us that the prin- 
cipal cause is Crenotlirix, and he ex- 
plained what this substance is. We 
subsequently obtained more informa- 
tion regarding Crenothrix from Dr. 
Arthur Hudson. City Bacteriologist. 
At various times, including last week, 
we endeavored to impart to the read- 
ers of the GRAPHIC, the information 
we received from these two gentle- 
men. We stated that Crenothrix is a 
species of bacteria which grows in 
ponds and reservoirs. We refrain 
from again mentioning the long 
scientific name given to this species 
of bacteria. Leon Lam, the “chein de 
linotype” of the GRAPHIC PRESS, 
threatened to annihilate us if he had 
to spell this name again. Despite 
our attempted careful efforts to tell 
what Crenothrix is. a rising young j 
journalist friend of ours, burst into 
print last week with the assertion that 
Crenothrix “in plain English is iron 
rust.” Since the statement of our 
fellow scribe contradicts the inform- 
ation we obtained from gentlemen 
who are experts on water, we would 
suggest that he consult the unabridged 
edition of Webster’s Dictionary for a 
definition of Crenothrix. Undoubtedly 
iron rust has formed to some extent 
in the water mains, and has been 
mixed with the Crenothrix. But 
Crenothrix, either in New Latin or 
plain English, is not iron rust. 

Some years ago the Postoilice De- 
partment of the United States of 
America, established the rating, or 
rank, or what you will, of “Special 
Clerk.” Special clerks, were, and are, 
supposed to he employees possessing 
superior ability and knowledge re- 
garding postoffice work, or whose in- 
dustry is so much above the average, 
that the work they accomplish en- 
titles them to $100 or $200 more in 
salary than ordinary clerks.

NEW TERMINAL 

Chestnut Hill residents who are 
interested in securing a new terminal 
station at Lake Street and Common- 
wealth Avenue, at the point where the 
Boston Elevated line ends and con- 
nects for various points in Newton 
with the Middlesex and Boston sys- 
tem, met on Monday evening at the 
Commonwealth Country Club when 
definite plans were considered for the 
proposed new station. These were 
presented by George J. Martin, chair- 
man of a special committee from the 
Newton Chamber of Commerce, re- 
cently appointed to take up the matter 
of new terminal facilities with the 
street railway corporations. H. C. 
Hartwell of the engineering staff of 
the Elevated was present to explain 
the plans in detail, after which there 
was a general discussion, one of the 
plans submitted was unanimously ap- 
proved. and Mr. Martin was authorized 
to represent the citizens of that sec- 
tion as well as the Chamber in his 
further negotiations with the street 
railway officials. 

The approved plan provides for a 
large and conveniently arranged ter- 
minal station just north of Common- 
wealth Avenue, on the location now 
used by the Elevated system for the 
storage of cars when not in use. Sim- 
ilar to the system now in effect at 
Dudley Street. Sullivan Square, and 
other terminals, the Elevated cars 
would enter the proposed station on 
one side and. after making the loop 
in the rear, would return and make 
their exit, for the return trip to Bos- 
ton, on the other side of the station. 
Between the tracks there is a large, 
well-covered platform, while imme- 
diately adjacent to the platform will 
be a large enclosed waiting room, 
heated and equipped with all of the 
usual comforts and facilities now 
available in other terminals of this 
type on the Elevated system. 

Provision is made for the Middlesex 
and Boston cars to enter and leave 
the terminal on the proposed loop 
and it will be possible to transfer 
from one line to the other without ex- 
posure to the weather or being 
threatened with injury from (he 
heavy traffic on Commonwealth av- 
enue. The plan also makes the 
necessary provisions for accojmmof- 
dating the buses now operated to and 
from this point by both roads. 

The estimated cost of the proposed 
improvements is $48,000, of which it 
is proposed t hat the Elevated System 
shall pay $32,000 and that the remain- 
ing $16,000 shall be provided by the 
Middlesex and Boston line.

the social and welfare workers of the 
city met Miss Elizabeth F. Wheeler, of 
Newton Centre, who is the new medi- 
cal social worker at the hospital. 

The executive committee of the hos- 
pital held its regular meeting Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

The Newtonvllle Women's Club, 
which has made a very substantial 
gift of jellies to the hospital this week 
added to those alreay given an- 
other fourteen jars. The Club also 
gave a quantity of old linen. 

There seems to he a small epidemic 
ot appendicitis in the city at present. 
The hospital has had several cases ir. 
it* care, some of them being serious 
cases of ruptured appendixes. 

The little patients in the children’s 
ward are enjoying very much the uke- 
lele playing of Elizabeth Carey, one 
°f the patients. When Elizabeth plays 
the children either lie and listen, or 
Join in singing to her accompaniment. 
One who visits the hospital can not 
hope noting that the patients in the 
children’s ward always seem to enjoy 
themselves.

* Mothers’ Rest Association of 
the City of Newton, Inc., furnishes a 
splendid Home at Oak Hill, Newton 
Centre, where groups of tired mothers 
atxl their ('hildren under five years of 
age are given a wonderful vacation of 
two Weeks without expense and with- 
out regard to ruce, creed or color. In 
making up these groups places are al- 
ways open for Newton mothers when- 
ever needed. 

A matron, nurse and severul help- 
ers make up an efficient household 
stafT Religious services are held each 
Sunday at four o’clock in which much 
Interest is shown by the guests. 

The pleasures uud privileges of the 
Mothers’ Rest were enjoyed this sea- 
son by 141 mothers and 248 children, 
representing 15 nationalities. 

Tills fine work Is largely supported 
by membership und is well worth the 
co-operation of every citizen or New- 
ton. The cost of currying on is ap- 
proximately $4500, and the present 
membership is about 900. It is hoped 


to increase this to 2,000 members, 
which with annual dues of $2 each, 
will more nenrly reach the required 
amount.

Frequently nowadays there la heard 
reference to the parole system for 
prisoners. Sometimes It is severely 
criticised and sometimes heartily com- 
mended. Without going into that, 
for this is not the season for con- 
troversies, it’ ever they are In order, 

should like to put forth something 
In this connection which I feel will be 
of interest to Newton people. 

Whenever I read or hear of the im- 
portance of giving a man, who com- 
mits some violation of the law, ‘‘an- 
other chance” my mind goes back to 
the person who, I think it is gener- 
ally believed, was the originator of 
the probation system in Massachu 
setts. Now, that, of course, is a pret 
ty strong statement to submit without 
documentary proof, and yet I have 
on several occasions heard it uttered 
and never denied. 

That man was the late John Charles 
Kennedy, justice of the Newton Police 
Court for nearly thirty years. I sup- 
pose nearly everybody in Newton, at 
least those whose residence here cov- 
ers a period of ten years, remembers 
Judge Kennedy. His tall, dignified 
bearing, his handsome, clear-cut feat 
ures aud his powerful but well 
modulated voice gave him a dis- 
tinguished appearance, albeit t 
judicial bearing. 

However, it is not that which so 
impressed me as the man himself. I 
must be permitted this brief personal 
reference for I as a young, and es- 
sentially a "cub” reporter, enjoyed his 
friendship. He was at all times 
eager to assist youths and wanted to 
see the boys he knew grow up to be- 
come the right kind of citizens. Al- 
though never summoned to appear be- 
fore him, I had been in his court, 
muny, many times — gathering news 
for the Graphic and the Boston paper 
Tor which I “covered” this city. 

It gave me a splendid chance to ob- 
serve the man. I never forgot how 
he disposed of cases that required the 
application of sound common sense 
as well as of the law. Little did 1 
dream, as I observed his method of 

straightening-out” individuals who 
had started wrong and needed only to 
be “pulled up” and made to go right, 
that here was the beginning of the 
probation system which has become 
a part of our judicial system.

Judge Kennedy was always firm. 
But what he did and the punishment 
he imposed was intended to benefit 
the prisoner, and often, I am pleased 
to say, it did. If a man was ar- 
raigned for drunkenness and it ap 
peared from casual inquiry that he 
could be saved from himself, Judge 
Kennedy would* give him a helping 
hand. 

I recall one morning that there was 
before him a laboring man whom I 
had seen day after day driving a 
wagon through the streets. Now it 
happened that the Judge had known 
this man l’or years and had spoken to 
him as hud many other citizens. 

On this occasion the man was ar- 
raigned, pleaded guilty of drunken- 
ness, and awaited sentence. “See 
here,” said Judge Kennedy, turning 
towards the dock, ‘‘what are you do- 
ing, trying to drink up that nice little 
piece of property your wife and you 
have managed to buy with your sav- 
ings? Aren’t you ashamed of your- 
self, a man of your age and standing 
in this community?” Hardly a judicial 
utterance, but it was a very human 
view of the situation. 

1 recall that the prisoner hung his 
head. "I guess that’s right, your 
honor,” he replied. 

“Well, it’s going to stop and stop 
right this minute,” retorted the Judge. 

You’re going out of here and back to 
your work this very minute, but not 
until 1 impress upon you that you are 
a fool. I’m going to continue your 
case for three months and you’re go- 
ing to mend your ways. Not only 
that hut you’re going to save your 
money. I want you to report to Mr. 
Laffie (the late Martin C. Ladle at that 
time cou4t officer) ovdry Saturday 
night. You bring your savings bank 
hook with you and show him how 
much you’ve put away. We’ll keep 
track of your money for you and see 
that you don’t waste it. Understand? 

Well, 1 happened to have been so 
surprised that the case stuck in my 
mind and 1 followed it to see what 
happened. The man did behave him- 
self and did put away part of his sav- 
ings wekly and after that was all that 
he should he. 

There are those who may say that a 
Judge should not be undignified or 
that his business was either to im- 
pose a fine or release the man with- 
out any lengthy castigation. But 
wasn’t Judge Kennedy sound in his 
reasoning? You may be sure he was. 

I could go on and recount other 
cases of which i had personal knowl- 
edge and which would prove that the 
keen understanding of human nature 
made Judge Kennedy a great force 
for good in this city. I cannot close 
without repeating what l heard him 
nay — another remark that seemed a 
hit unusual when coming from the 
bench- when a hoy was arraigned for 
stealing a small sum of money his 
poor mother had put away in a tea 
cup on the top shelf of the kitchen 
closet. 

‘‘What you need more than any- 
thing else," said Judge Kennedy, ‘‘is 
a good thrashing but the law doesn’t 
allow me to give you one or I would.” 
That hoy "got tfrobiytion” and did 
well In after yeurs through the Judge’s 
system of keeping track of first of- 
fenders.

STREET DEPARTMENT PRAISED 

Street Commissioner George Stuart 
has received a number of letters from 
citizens commending his department 
for the efficiency displayed in clearing 
the streets after the recent heavy 
storm. Mr. Stuart has adopted a meth- 
od of mukiug the streets passabl 
which Is used in this State by but one 
other city, Springfield. The entire city 
is charted iuto 2S sections, each sec- 
tion containing about eight miles of 
streets. After a storm, 2S heuvy 
trucks, equipped with snow-plows start 
out, one for each section. The office 
of the Street Commissioner lias report 
slips which enable a check to bo kept 
tin i lie progress of ouch truck. The 
drivers of the plowing trucks make 
reports as they open the streets In 
their districts for traffic. But eight 
of those trucks are owned by the city. 
The remainder must be hired. 

To permit greater efficiency, Mr. 
Stuurt is endeuvoriug to obtain uu ap- 
propriation of $54,000 to purchase 21 
pieces of equipment for the removal 
of snow. Had he this equipment, it 
would be a much easier mutter to opeu 
our streets for traffic after snow 
storms. Newton and Sprlugfleld have 
about the same mileage in streets.

A generation ago nearly all the 
street lights in Newton were gas 
lamps. There were many kerosene 
lamps and on the main streets electric 
arc lights. Gradually incandescent 
electric lamps replaced the gas lamps, 
until today there are more than three 
times as many of the former in use 
along our streets. Formerly the gas 
lamps were lighted by men who trav- 
elled about the various parts of the 
city carrying torches. In latter years 
these lamps have been lighted by an 
automatic mechanism which runs by 
clockwork. Sometimes this mechan- 
ism works correctly, and sometimes 
it does not. For many weeks the two 
gas lamps on Centre Place have been 
lighted daytimes and extinguished 
nights. Apparently no person brought 
this matter to the attention of the 
Street Department. The lamps are 
serviced by he Boston Consolidated 
Gas Company. So if the gas lamps 
on your street are working on the 
wrong shift, just notify the Street De- 
partment and it will have the Gas 
Company correct the “self starter” on 
the gas lamps. 

C. Edwin Josselyn was the innocent 
cause of giving a scare to a resident of 
this city the other day. Mr. Josselyn 
conceived the bright idea (or copied 
it, we don’t know which), of placing 
two signs inside his store window on 
Centre street, and attached them to a 
pulley arrangement.

CHRISTMAS PAGEANT 

Unusual Program Successfully Carried Out At Eden 
Avenue Playground, West Newton 


The second Community Chrlstmus 
Tree pugeant at West Newton was ob- 
served last night. At 6.45 the chimes 
of the First Unitarian Church began 
a half hour concert of the old Christ- 
mas Carols to summon the folks of 
West Newton to the Eden Ave. Play- 
ground. From all sections of the vil- 
lage, as well as from other parts of 
the city, hundreds of big and little 
people gathered to witness the beau- 
tiful pageant produced under the aus- 
pices of the West Newton Community 
Centre.

PRESIDENT PRATT OF ALDERMEN 
LAUDS “PAY AS YOU GO* 
POLICY 

At the December 6th meeting of the 
aldermen. President George Pratt, who 
retires this year as a member of the 
Board, took the floor to refer to fi- 
gures submitted to its members by the 
Comptroller of Accounts of Newton. 
Mr Daniel White. These figures, ac- 
cording to Mr. Pratt, proved that the 
policy adopted by the city several 
years ago of “paying as you go”, has 
been productive of excellent results 
and reflects great credit on the man 
chiefly responsible for this method. 
ex-Alderman Thomas W. White. He 
said. “I am very proud of my part in 
the adoption of this policy.” 

The figures show that in 1920 the 
net debt per capita was $51.39; in 
1925, $71.31. The net debt in 1920 was 
$2,366,963; in 1925. $3,779,915, an in- 
crease of $1,412,952. To offset this in- 
crease it should be noted that in 1920 
the value of the city was $86,376,000: 
in 1925 it was $117,S50,000. In 1920 
municipal expenditures totalled $3.- 
356,509; in 1925, $4,098,694. In 1920 
the assets of the city in public build- 
ings amounted to $9,072,424; in 1925 
they had increased to $12,071,202. In 
other words $2,998,778 has been added 
to the assets of the city in five years, 
while the net debt has increased but 
$1,412,952. Thus the City of Newton 
has been “paying as it goes” for the 
past five years at the average of $317,- 
000 per year.

ALDERMEN MEET 

Garages, Water, City Hall and 
Now Schools Discussed 

Not much of import was transacted 
at the mooting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night. Strange to relate, there 
were no hearings on petitions for ga- 
rages. filling stations or changes in 
zoning. Several petitions for tilling 
stations, which have been under con- 
sideration, were turned down. Among 
these were the petitions of Marshall 
Hall for a filling station at the corner 
of Washington and Court streets, New- 
tonville; Cashman & Ginsberg for a 
station on Washington street. Lower 
Falls; George E. Cahill for a station 
at the corner of Washington and Beach 
streets, Newtonville; Jacob Kligman, 
for a garage and filling station at 456 
Watertown street, Newtonville. This 
made about the “steenth" time that 
Kligman was rebuffed in his efforts to 
obtain a garage permit at this location. 
John McDonald was given a permit 
for a 1000 gallon gasoline tank, for 
private use at 13 Borden street, West 
Newton. The pump to be connected 
with this tank will be inside the ga- 
rage. The Edison Company was 
granted locations for three poles on 
Ripley street. Newton Centre. 

The Board granted leave to with- 
draw on these petitions: 

Mary B. Longyear, changing land 
on Rowena, Cedric and Oxford Roads, 
from single to private residence zone; 
The petition for changing land on 
Hollis street from private to general 
residence zone; William H. Bixby, 
damages for personal injuries to his 
son. wjio was hit by an auto in the 
yard of the F. A. Day School; Shirley 
Talbot, damages to automobile. Per- 
mits were granted to the Fessenden 
School for a 500-gallon gasoline tank 
at its garage, 215 Albermarle road; 
Andrew Maguzzu, automobile repair 
shop. 184 California street; Catherine 
Hannon, private garage, 14 Maple ter- 
race; Edwin R. Jump, garage at 15 
Nonantum street, not more than 7V& 
feet from rear line of property and 27 
feet from street line. Louis DeRusso 
was given a permit for three pool 
tables at 438 Lexington street, Auburn- 
dale, and George Luchini for a second 
hand furniture store at 1 Centre PI. 
The Edison Company was refused a 
permit for locations for two poles on 
Eudicott street and Church street. 
W. G. Girard was refused licenses for 
two first class taxis. 

Alderman Baker, Chairman of the 
Committee on the New City Hall, told 
the aldermen that Lockwood, Greene 
& Company, the firm appointed by 
Mayor Childs to make a survey on the 
new City Hall, has been studying the 
needs of the various departments of 
the city, and has been examining the 
construction and designs of City Halls 
in other places. It has made rough 
sketches of buildings adapted for the 
site at West Newton and the site on 
the triangle at Homer and Walnut 
streets. Mr. Baker remarked that he 
had suggested to the representatives 
of this firm "that too much space had 
been planned for the Aldermanic 
Chamber. On the designs, this chain 
her ran the length of the buildings 
and would seat 1000 persons. He said 
A conference should be held with the 
County Commissioners to ascertain or 
not whether they desire accomodations 
for the District Court in the new City 
Hall, and what rent they will be will- 
ing to pay.” He expected that plans 
of the suggested buildings will be 
ready for perusal by the Aldermen 
within a ft?w weeks. 

Alderman Fitts, Chairman of the 
Public Buildings Committee, reported 
that because of lack of data, definite 
plans have not been worked out by 
the School Committee and the special 
committee of the Aldermen, appointed 
to work in conjunction with the 
School Committee on new school 
buildings. Mr. Fitts stated that in re- 
cent years all new school construction 
has been on the north side of the city, 
with the exception of the Angier 
School at Waban. During this period 
the city has grown in population more 
rapidly on the South Side. New schools 
are acutely needed at Newton Centre 
and Chestnut Hill. Also more accom- 
modations in the Clafiin School district 
at Newtonville. One thousand pupils 
will be ready to enter a new junior 
high school on the South Side next 
Fall, could one be constructed at tljit 
time, which is impossible. According 
to Mr. Fitts, the thing most desired 
at present by the School Committee, is 
the tunnel under Elm Road to connect

the Classical High School with the 1 
new high school building. 

Aldermen Gallagher, WeekH and 
Fitts were appointed members of the 
Committee to arrange for the annunl 
dinner of the Aldermen. It seems sig- 
nificant that a physician should he In- 
cluded on this committee. Perhaps he 
will make an analysis of the “water" 
to he consumed at the feast, to guard 
against any bacteria being present in 
it. 

Alderman Bail, Chairman of the 
Special Committee on water reported 
that for the eight days preceding, 
Newton has been using water from the 
Metropolitan Water System. The pipe 
lines on the Newton water reserva- 
tion at Needham have been cleaned 
in the meantime, and certain other 
work done. The large main under the 
Charles River was cleaned and found 
to be thoroughly tight. There had 
been a suspicion among officials of the 
State Department of Health and cer- 
tain physicians, that this main might 
have been leaky, thus permitting 
water from the Charles to seep in. 
This fear has been dispelled. The 
new well under process of construc- 
tion for the past several months, and 
which should have been ready No- 
vember 1st, is slowly being completed 
largely because the contractor has 
been as yet unable to obtain pumps 
powerful enough to keep this well free 
of water, so that rapid excavating can 
he accomplished. This fact assures a 
large additional supply from this well 
when it will be finished. Mr. Bail 
stated he will recommend the appoint- 
ment of a committee next year to con- 
tinue the work of cleaning by ma- 
chine the mains on the side streets of 
the city. The work of cleaning the 
ooden conduit at Needham has been 
delayed, waiting the running of wires 
into the reservation by ti|e Edison 
Company. It is expected that these 
wires will be strung within the next 
ten days. Then the conduit will be 
cleaned. 

Alderman Gallagher informed his 
colleagues that Chief Engineer Foss 
of the Metropolitan Water Commission 
has asked the City of Newton to re- 
sume using its own water supply on 
Wednesday, as the Metropolitan sup- 
ply is so low, that a dangerous situa- 
tion would be created by too much 
depletion of the basins serving this 
system. Mr. Gallagher said that this 
erified the statements he has been 
making in the past — "that the Metro- 
politan Water System can hardly sup- 
ply its own needs, much less those of 
Newton, and that it will be nearly ten 
years before the additional supply will 
be available from the Swift River sys- 
tem. It is therefore up to Newton to 
increase its own supply.” 

President Pratt asked Alderman Bail 
regarding the unexpended amounts of 
the appropriations given the Water 
Department this year for new mains? 
Mr. Bail explained that most of the 
unexpended balance can be attributed 
to mains authorized on certain new 
streets which have not been laid be- 
cause these streets have not as yet 
been sufficiently developed to make it 
expedient to lay the mains. 

Alderman Hodgdon said that as re- 
ports seemed to he in order from spe- 
cial committees he would make a re- 
port for the special committee on the 
Fuller Garage. He gave the informa- 
tion that on last Saturday, Judge 
Brown has authorized the issuance of 
complaints against the owners of the 
Fuller Garage for illegally selling gas- 
oline from outside pumps. 

Aderman Bail, speaking for the 
ublic Works Committee, called at- 
tention to the fact that this committee 
had not been consulted by the Finance 
Committee before appropriations were 
made for items in connection with the 
work of the Street Department. 

Chairman Weeks of the Finance 
Committee explained that his com- 
mittee had no intention of slighting 
the Public Works Committee, but that 
the items for which appropriations 
had been ma , ldovc rs from 

the previous meeting, and had been 
discussed with Chairman Earle of the 
Public Works Committee. The appro- 
priations made were — Street Depart- 
ment, collection of ashes, $3,000; re- 
moval of snow. $5,115.10; traffic signs, 
$150; care of grounds. $100; Charity 
Department, outside aid, $2,800; poor 
out of City Home, $1,000; Law Depart- 
nent, claim of Simon Stone for damage 
to auto tires because of obstruction in 
street, $14; claim of Mrs. Agnes Scott 
for injuries received by defect in side- 
walk, $S7: City Physician, maintenance 
of auto, $270; Accounting Department 
Laborer - pension, $221.21: distribu- 
tion of Ivenrick Fund, $201.17 ; Sewer 
Department, construction of house 
connections, $881.07. 

It was voted to accept Rosalie, 
Country Club and Gordon Roads at 
Oak Hill. Alderman Bail explained 
that Mr. Hartman, who is developing 
Oak Hill Village, had met all the re- 
quirements of the city in the construc- 
tion of these streets. 

Alderman Madden, chairman of the 
Claims and Rules Committee, asked 
that Section 320, Chapter 31 of the 
City Ordinances lie amended by strik- 
ing out this siction and substituting 
therefor the following: — 

“No part of any building with in- 
combustible walls, except buildings 
designed for retail stores or office 
buildings not over two storins in 
height, may be placed nearer tiiun 10 
feet to any part of any oilier build- 
ing not of fireproof construction, 
nor nearer than 5 feet to the ad- 
joining lot line; buildings designed 
for retail stores or office buildings it 
placed nearer than 5 feet of a lot line, 
or 10 feet of a building of non-flre- 
proof construction shall have un- 
pierced firewalls on the side nearer 
said lot line nr said non-flreproof con- 
struction building. 

"In the rear of every building de- 
signed for a store or office building, 
there shall be a yard not less than 15 
feet in depth extending across the en- 
tire width or the building. There 
shall bo permanently uppurtonunt to 
any such store or office building a pas- 
sage* way at least 10 feet in width to 
u street, or from a lot on which such 
store or building Is erected or main- 
tained there shall be a permanent 
right of way of record not less than 
10 feet in width to a street. The re- 
quirements as to depth of yard and 
width of way may bo diminished when 
undue hardship would be occasioned 
and where health und fire protection 
can be adequately maintained with 
diminished depth und width." 

Mr. Madden explained that these 
provisions are deemed necessary bo- 


cauBG some buildings in this city , 
which have no yards in the rear, or no 
entrance from the street for a way] 
to the yards at the rear, cause un- 
desirable health conditions and fire 
hazards. The amended section was 
passed by the Aldermen. 

Aldermen Weeks stated that mem- 
bers of the police and lire departments 
in this city have requested that they 
bo permtited to apply their "days off" 
to the time required to attend the 
convention of the American Legion 
in France next summer. He expressed 
the hope that the Aldermen will give 
favorable consideration to these re- 
quests. Chairman Madden of the 
Claims and Rules Committee said 
that these requests had been dis- 
cussed by the committee, but that it 
was believed that should they be 
granted, probably employees of other 
departments of the city would also 
ask concessions. He informed the 
Board that the City Solicitor has 
covered the legal side of the action 
of the Aldermen in permitting city 
employees to take their 1928 vaca 
tion in conjunction with their 1927 
vacation so as to be able to go to 
France. All applicants must be ex- 
service men and must repay the city 
for the extra time given if they leave 
its employ before 1928. The conces- 
sion will not apply to employees of 
the School Department. 

The meeting adjourned at 10.35. The 
next meeting of the Board will be at 
2 P. M., Saturday, January 1st.

The tree in trimmed. The lights aro 
on and Bhlning brightly. Mysterious 
packages are all about. What do you 
suppose they contain? Surprises? Of 
course, and jolly ones, too! Weeks of 
planning, the pleasant, delightful 
planning that we so enjoy, have re- 
sulted in the final preparation for this 
the biggest day of the year — Christ- 
mas! 

Shall it be a merry one? Why not? 
Isn’t It intended that we should com- 
memorate an event which was the 
greatest, the most vital of the uni- 
verse? Merriment need not be car- 
ried to an absurd degree, but made to 
reflect the highest of emotions and the 
noblest of all happy thoughts. 

Lot it be a day not only for our- 
selves but for all with whom we come 
in contact. Let it be a day of giving 
that means we derive more from the 
actual act of giving than from re- 
ceiving. All that is best and most 
wonderful is brought out in true 
Christmas merriment. Therefore, 
here’s a Merry Christmas to all. 


Have you ever experienced the feel- 
ing of having gone away for the even 
ing and having left the front door of 
your home open? Is there any sensa- 
tion that equals it? All the way to the 
theatre or lecture hall you say to 
yourself, over and over again, “Did I 
leave the front door open? Did I, or 
did I not? Yes, I think 1 did. No, I 
don’t see how I could have.” Tem- 
porarily you forget your worry while 
you are being ushered to a seat. Soon, 
however, the frightful feeling of 
dread returns and you begin question- 
ing yourself all over again. 

Until the play starts or the concert 
opens or the speaker of the evening 
begins his address you repeat and re- 
peat those burning questions. And 
the answer is always the same — doubt, 
uncertainty, and a harrow ing sense of 
having committed something akin to 
a criminal act. Self-torture inflicted 
as only a Chinese executioner could 
do. 

Now then, somewhere I have read 
that to question yourself in such 
a way is really a mild form of •mental 
disease. One should not, the eminent 
authority declared, do such things. He 
pointed out that it was not a “sign” 
of insanity, but a “symptom” of it. 
Other normal acts keep you on the 
safe side of the border line, said this 
distinguished writer, but at the same 
time the brains must be a little bit 
worn or something like that, in order 
to produce this state of self-inqui- 
sition. There, as I remember it, is 
what a man who was supposed to be 
a great doctor and mental expert, had 
to say about it. 

So much for the viewpoint of the in- 
dividual. Breathes there a man 
woman or child without a sense of 
responsibility. Of course there does, 
but do you know many of them? 
Isn’t it true that when a person is 
notorious. I might have said con- 
spicuous, for shirking his or her duty 
the rest of the world knows it and 
treats that individual accordingly? 

“Soandso is all right,” you will hear 
it said, "but you can’t depend on him.” 
Or. ‘Soandso is a wonder, you may 
always depend on him.” There then 
is the story. It should be and I believe 
it is a distinguishing characteristic 
that we feel there are responsibilities 
which we must assume and that means 
discharge and fulfill as we would any 
obligation. 

I am thinking again of the things 
undone that so upset our thoughts. 
Not only has many a pleasant evening 
been ruined by the backward thoughts 
of a conscientious father or mother, 
who just can’t help thinking whether 
some little thing has been forgotten. 

There are as many concerns as 
there are responsibilities under such 
circumstances. How r often have you 
wondered if you left the electric light 
burning in the cellar or some other 
part of the house? How frequently 
have you questioned yourself as to the 
situation with the heater — whether 
you have left the drafts open or 
whether you forgot to put in fuel. 

Not long ago I saw a perfectly en- 
joyable automobile ride suddenly 
broken up by the discomfort of a 
member of the party. To be sure it 
was only one of those pleasant little 
journeys into the country but it had 
to be abruptly cut short because this 
presiding genius of a household had 
left something cooking on the gas 
stove and had forgotten to shut off the 
gas. 

There are a few of the things that 
keep us thinking about the practical 
side of life. After all, life isn’t just 

long, sweet, uninterrupted dream. 
That is, not if one has a sense of re- 
sponsibility, as he should.

casions — this generous, 
spirit of the Americans. 

Well, to get back to the women and 
men who hold the boxes for the Salva- 
tion Army and the Volunteers of 
America. I once did a special news- 
paper story on the personality of 
those folks and while I have 
no intention of repeating myBelf I 
think 1 can say 1 got a pretty good 
line on them. It struck mo that it 
was about as mean a job as one could 
take. I saw them when they turned 
in their collections and although I 
do not wish tp be critical I must say 
that the man who had charge of re- 
ceiving the money was about as grufT 
as could be. 

For fear, however, that I might be 
saying something which could be in- 
terpreted as reflecting upon these 
great charitable organizations I want 
to point out now that I never allow 
the conduct of a subordinate to af- 
fect my judgment or opinion of any 
big concern or organization. To do 
so would be ridiculous. 


It was while I was in New York 
one duy this week that all these 
thoughts about the Salvation Army I 
had had in Boston came together with 
one big smash. And this is how it 
happened. It was cold and early 
morning, for business had required 
me to be up and doing when the first 
of the morning crowds were running 
down the stairs from the “L” or up 
from the subways. 

What was that I heard? Certainly 
not a band playing at this hour? What 
would be the occasion of music so 
early in the day? Surely no parade or 
demonstration in honor of an indi- 
vidual? But it was music that I heard 
and pretty good music — a band that 
knew its notes. I looked around and 
what did I see — at the foot of the 
“L” stairs a Salvation Army band 
playing a stirring air. 

All the musicians were heavily 
dressed, but at that they looked blue 
with the cold. The wind was blowing 
and not only were they keeping their 
instruments in constant use but their 
legs were also in action, they were 
shifting feet to keep warm or if not 
to keep warm to keep from freezing. 
What do you think of that? Ah. you’ll 
say, that’s New York. 

It isn’t always fair to blame New 
York for the things we have never 
seen before or don’t like or don’t un- 
derstand. Let’s give New York credit. 
Here was an effort to arouse inter- 
est in the giving of Christmas dona- 
tions. It certainly was a novel one. 

Very well then, let’s see what it 
means.

ABOUT TOWN 


In contrast to the remainder of the 
city, a fairly large vote was cast on 
December 14 in Ward 2. The contest 
for Ward Alderman was the reason. 
A house-to-house canass had been 
made in the interest of Mr. Wakefield 
and on the day of election men were 
stationed at all approaches to the 
railroad station to exhort commuters 
to ballot. Results showed that all this 
activity was necessary, as Mr. O’Con 
nell gave Mr. Wakefield a close fight. 
Despite the fact that municipal elec- 
tions in Newton are non-partisan, 
many persons in this city persist in 
attempting to inject partisan politics 
into local elecions. Ward 2, in State 
and National elections 1 b strongly Re- 
publican. This being so, many voters, 
who cast their ballots for Republican 
candidates on State and National tick- 
ets, voted for Mr. O’Connell. He had 
a good record, having attended every 
committee and alderraanlc meeting 
during his four years of service, and 
displayed a desire to meet the demands 
of his constituents. 


The matter of a buss line along Cen 
tre street from Newton Corner to 
Newton Centre and Newton Highlands, 
is again being agitated. There has 
never been direct transportation ser- 
vice between Newton Corner and the 
South Side of the city. The need for 
it has been constantly increasing. If 
the Middlesex & Boston Street Railway 
does not desire to operate a line on 
this proposed route, there are persons 
in the city who are willing to furnish 
such service. 

The collection of ashes in Boston has 
been off schedue since the heavy snow 
storm a few weeks ago. Little delay 
was observed in the collection of ashes 
in Newton. We do not wonder that 
this work in Boston has not been per- 
formed as efficiently as in Newton. A 
week ago last Sunday we saw em- 
ployees of the City of Boston collecting 
ashes. Or, perhaps, it might be more 
correct to say “distributing ashe9.” It 
was a windy day. The trucks we saw 
used for the collection of the ashes 
were part of the fleet of huge motor 
vehicles purchased some months ago 
by Mayor Nichols to aid in the removal 
of snow. They have huge bodies, the 
sides of which rear 10 feet above the 
ground. Imagine men trying to lift 
heavy barrels of ashes over these high 
sides. It simply could not be done. 
Instead, three men would grab a bar 
rel and hurl it over the side of the 
big motor truck. Two men inside the 
truck would catch the barrel. During 
this process much of the ashes which 
had been in the barrel was jolt- 
ed out, to be scattered on the nearby 
street and sidewalk. These trucks 
were designed to be used in conjunc- 
tion with huge snow loaders, built on 
the conveyor principle. It is ridicu- 
lous to attempt to use them for the 
collection of ashes. The latest trucks 
purchased by the City of Newton for 
collecting ashes, have bodies especial- 
ly designed by Street Commissioner 
Stuart to enable them to be easily load 
ed by the men engaged in this work.

ABOUT TOWN 


Several months ago prominent citi- 
zens of Newton assembled on two oc- 
casions at the Newton Club to discuss 
ways and means to induce voters of 
Newton to go to the pools on election 
days. At the election last Tuesday 
less than 29% of the voters of this 
city went to the polls. It was sug- 
gested at the meetings held in the 
Newton Club, ‘‘that the school children 
by letter writing and moral suasion, 
endeavor to influence their parents to 
perform the important civic duty 
which they have been in the habit of 
neglecting.” Considerable difficulty 
has been experienced in Newton in 
finding suitable polling places. In 
some precincts school buildings have 
been used for this purpose. Why not 
use school buildings whenever and 
wherever it is practical to do so? It 
might be posible to devise some plan 
whereby delegations elected from the 
pupils at each school could act as wel- 
coming committees” to their parents 
at the polling places in the school build- 
ings. The parents would then have 
added incentive to vote, and the chil- 
dren would be impressed with the im- 
portance of the ballot. 

The long and expensive litigation 
over certain estates, calls attention to 
possible and probable litigation in the 
future by persons claiming to be rela- 
tives of deceased wealthy folks. It 
has become a common practice for 
persons of foreign birth or extraction 
to assume names associated with pion- 
eer families of this country. In the 
past one could usually tell by hearing 
a person’s name what nationality, or 
race he was descended from. But not 
today. Persons who were born in the 
far parts of Europe and Asia, have 
changed their names, sometimes legal- 
ly, to those borne by the voyagers on 
the Mayflower, or those other small 
ships which brought the early settlers 
to Massachusetts Bay. It is perfectly 
reasonable for a man or a woman to 
desire a change in a foreign name 
which is very difficult to spell or pro- 
nounce. But such names for the most 
part can be shortened or slightly 
changed to make them easy to spell 
or pronounce. 

A large percentage of those of alien 
extraction who change their names, do 
so in order to conceal their ancestry. 
For business or social reasons they 
wish to appear as Americans of the 
“old stock.” Frequently their personal 
characteristics defeat this purpose. 
Certain national or racial characteris- 
tics are undeniable, regardless of what 
name is assumed. We don’t enthuse 
over those w T ho are ashamed of their 
ancestry, especially when said ances- 
tors were honest, industrious folks, 
even though not Anglo-Saxons. The 
increasing custom of “adopting other 
folks’ names” should be legislated 
against.

THE FULLER GARAGE 

Appeal Taken From Fine of $50 For Illegal Selling 
Of Gasoline 


Gasoline pumps are structures when 
used in conjunction with garages or 
buildings used as filling stations. So 
ruled Judge Robert Frost in the New- 
ton District Court on December 23rd. 
In accordance with this ruling he 
found Levi Wilcutt guilty of using 
structures for the sale of gasoline with- 
out having a proper permit, and fined 
him $50. Attorney Harry Ross, repre- 
senting Wilcutt, took an appeal to the 
Superior Court, which will be held at 
Cambridge next month. The case 
which took three hours to hear, 
marked another step in the determined 
fight which is being waged by Mr. Wil- 
cutt and Attorney Ross to be allowed 
to sell gasoline from two pumps which 
were erected some weeks ago outside 
the Fuller Garage at 966 Watertown 
^street, West Newton. As was stated 
'in the GRAPHIC a few weeks ago, 
these pumps are on a small triangular 
piece of land at the junction of Water- 
town street and Davis court. This 
, piece of land was left unoccupied by a 
restriction imposed by the Aldermen 
last year when the permit was granted 
for the erection of the Fuller Garage. 
The permit also stiplated that this un- 

• occupied land should be surrounded by 
a low wall to prevent the passage of 
automobiles over it. 

Early last Spring, Judge Thomas 
Weston, as attorney for Fishel Bros., 
the original owners of the Fuller Gar- 
' age, petitioned the aldermen for a per- 
mit to erect outside pumps at 966 
Watertown street, the locus of the 
garage. This petition was given leave 

* to withdraw. Subsequently the gar- 
age changed ownership a couple of 
times. Some weeks ago, to the sur- 
prise of those who knew of the re- 
fusal of the aldermen to grant a per- 

, mit for an outside gasoline station at 
this place, two pumps were erected on 


the restricted area. No action was 
taken against the management of the 
garage until at the aldorraanic meeting 
of December 6th. Alderman Hodgdon 
of the License Committee interrogated 
City Solicitor Bartlett regarding the 
legality of the matter. Mr. Bartlett 
gave the opinion that the pumps were 
being used illegally and said, “It was 
up to the Chief of Police to stop the 
sale of gasoline from them. 

Attorney Ross, learning that Chief 
Burke intended to apply for a com- 
plaint against Mr. Levi Wilcutt, mana- 
ger of the garage, asked for a hearing 
to argue against the complaint being 
issued. This hearing was held in the 
Court House at West Newton on De- 
cember 16th, before Judge Brown of 
East Boston. Chief Burke represent- 
ing the prosecution had present as wit- 
nesses City Clerk Grant, Fire Chief 
Randlett, and Ex-Alderman Henry 
Lloyd, who was Chairman of the Li- 
cense Committee in 1925. Judge 
Brown suggested to Mr. Ross that the 
Board of Aldermen might revoke the 
permit if the condition specified (the 
erection of the low wall around the re- 
stricted area) when the original per- 
mit was granted for the garage will 
not be complied with. 

Mr. Ross contended that this piece 
of land had been used as “a right of 
way” for many years, and thus it 
would be illegal to order it enclosed. 
,He also argued that it is unfair to im- 
pose the fulfillment of the condition on 
his clients when three previous own- 
ers of the garage did not observe it. 
Judge Brown observed that the present 
‘owners bought the property with the 
•conditions attached. He also com- 
mented that "If a right of way has 
existed there as claimed, it has been 
a consentive right of way,” and he as-

A GREAT SUCCESS 


Reunion of the Alumni of the Newton High Schools Attracts 650 Former Pupils 
Who Enjoy a Long and Excellent Program 


The alumni of Newton High School 
held a re-union Wednesday night in 
the new high school building at New- 
tonvllle. The affair was successful 
beyond,;'’ • r ’est expectations of the 
committe^ , .7i arranged it. This 
committee,* composed of alumni of the 
school who are members of the High 
School faculty, assisted by Mr. Bacon, 
Mr. Palmer, Mr. Maxim, and others of 
the faculty, had hardly hoped to see 
over 300 past pupils and graduates of 
Newton High attend the banquet and 
re-union, even though several thous- 
ands of invitations were sent out. 
More than double this number respon- 
ded. Six hundred and fifty persons 
were present, and one hundred more 
tickets could have been sold on Wed- 
nesday. 

Those in charge of the affair were 
particularly pleased with the atten- 
dance of the old graduates. The first 
class to graduate from Newton High 
School was that of 1861. The only 
known survivor of this class is Miss 
Elizabeth Spear of 89 Walnut street, 
Newton. She was unable to attend, 
but sent a letter telling of her affec- 
tion for the old school and her loyalty 
to it. Representatives of all the other 
classes of the 60s were present. Like- 
wise all the classes from 1870 to 1877 
were represented. Three who gradu- 
ated in 1876 held a “fiftieth year re- 
union.” Strangely enough, of the five 
classes which were not represented — 
three were those of 1878-1879-1880. 
The others were 1885 and 1887. The 
class of 1926 had 39 present. Second 
in numbers was 1924 with 36. The 
class of 1895 really led the van. This 
class graduated 31 years ago, and 31 
of its members attended. The class 
of 1891 also deserves honorable men- 
tion; 21 from this class showed their 
loyalty to the school by coming. 


From 5.30 until 7.00 the hundreds of 
young and old grads were conducted 
to the receiving line by a corps of 
ushers, there to be presented to Mayor 
Childs, Director of Secondary Educa- 
tion Francis L. Bacon, Principal Irv- 
ing O. Palmer of the High School, As- 
sociate Principal Michael W. Murray, 
Mrs. I. O. Palmer, Mrs. Helen Hutch- 
inson, a member of the school com- 
mittee, and Miss Margaret McGill. 

At 7 o'clock the assemblage proceed- 
ed from the gymnasium, where the re- 
ception had been held, to the cafe- 
teria. where seated by classes, an en- 
joyable dinner was partaken of. Some 
of the graduates who had not seen one 
another for years would have found 
re-introductions necessary were it not 
for the little identification cards which 
were provided. Time had dealt more 
lightly with some than with others. 

The dinner having been concluded, 
the 650 Newton High “boys” and 
"girls” went upstairs to the beautiful 
new auditorium where for an hour the 
Alumni Orchestra, under the able di- 
rection of Mr. Charles Harrington, 
gave a delightful program. Mr. Har- 
rington explained that the orchestra 
has had but few’ rehearsals. In view 
of this fact, the character of the mu- 
sic and the excellence of its rendition 
presages a very successful future for 
the Alumni Orchestra. All former 
members of the school, possessing mu- 
sical ability, were extended an invita- 
tion to join. 

Following the concert, Mr. Bacon in- 
troduced Mayor Childs as toastmaster. 
The Mayor told of some good advice 
he had received from Miss Jennie Ire- 
son regarding brevity in speaking. 

He then read a letter from Mrs. 
Catherine Lee Bates of Wellesley,

Dor- 
othy Stebbins '20, arrayed in a gown 
which in the gay 90’s was considered 
real stunning, caused much merriment 
with her clever monologue. Mayor 
Childs next introduced Judge Thomas 
Weston, remarking that the judge and 
he are cousins, but neither is respon- 
sible for this fact. Mr. Weston sus- 
tained his reputation as a wit. keep- 
ing his auditors laughing with humor- 
ous stories and sallies. Mr. Samuel 
Thurber, supervisor of the English 
Department in the school, told of the 
growth of the high school since be 
started as a member of its teaching 
staff 24 years ago.

He referred to the greatly increased 
library facilities now enjoyed. In 
place of one small library, poorly sup- 
plied. and little patronized, students 
now have the privilege of studying in 
two large, well stocked libraries, pre- 
sided over by trained librarians. Mr. 
Thurber dwelt on the different man- 
ner in which pupils of the present

GENERAL FEDERATION 
Department of Anierieuii Home 

Secretary Herbert Hoover, in whose 
department is the Census Bureau of 
the United States, is receiving the sur- 
prise of his life in the Hoods of letters 
pouring in to Washington in endorse- 
ment of the efforts of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs to list the 
American Home-maker in the next 
census as having a definite occupation 
ami as contributing definitely to the 
nation’s social and economic progress. 

National organizations of both men 
and women are adopting resolutions 
and offering individual support to the 
movement. The Central Supply Asso- 
ciation, an organization of manufac- 
turers and wholesalers of plumbing 
and heating supplies, was the first to 
adopt a ringing resolution in favor of 
the campaign put on by the General 
Federation. 

Mrs. John D. Sherman, president of 
the Federation, says: 

"The standard of efficiency in the 
great industrial, commercial and pro- 
fessional workshops has been attained 
because the government through the 
census is constantly revealing their 
needs. Giving the Home-makers a 
status and recognizing home-making 
as an industry will place the needed 
emphasis upon the home as the basic 
unit of society and government. 

“The Home will continue to be in- 
adequately equipped until it has sim- 
ilar recognition in the machinery of 
the government that serves and pro- 
tects the American people. 

“There are nearly three million wo- 
men in the various women’s clubs of 
the country the majority of them 
home-makers, who, when given such 
recognition as is being asked from the 
government, would be stimulated to 
better equipped homes, higher stand 
ards of living and a more profound de- 
termination to lead in their profes- 
sion." — General Federation Headquar- 
ters News Service.

NEWTON CENTRAL COUNCIL 


The Newton Central Council is plan- 
ning a meeting of unusual interest and 
importance on the evening of Tuesday, 
January 25, to which all are cordially 
invited. An informal dinner will be 
served in the cafeteria of the Newton 
High School, followed by a conference 
on, "The Church and Social Service." 
The Clergymen of the city will be 
special guests of the Council and will 
participate in the conference together 
with the Social Workers of the city. 
Problems of vital interest will be dis- 
cussed. Save the date. January 25, 
and plan now to be present. 


ALDERMEN HOLD SPECIAL 
MEETING 

A special meeting of the aldermen 
was called Wednesday night primarily 
for the purpose of renewing the per- 
mit of the Boston & Worcester Street 
Railway to run buses through this 
city; its present permit expiring Janu- 
ary 1st. The aldermen voted to re- 
new the permit, and incidently not the 
Boston & Worcester, but the Middle 
sex & Boston received more attention 
at the meeting. Alderman Heathcote 
criticised the M. & B., asserting that 
it was catering to residents of Waltham 
and discriminating against its patrons 
who reside in those parts of this city 
served by other than the lines running 
to Waltham. He referred to the great- 
ly increased service accorded to Wal- 
thamites since the bus service has 
been established, and contrasted this 
with much inferior service which he 
claims is given to persons w’ho must 
use the Lower Falls line. He also in 
quired why the tracks have not been 
removed on those streets where elec- 
tric car service has been supplanted 
by bus service? 

President Pratt remarked that the 
removal of the tracks is an executive 
matter. Alderman Favinger, com- 
menting on the attack on the M. & B. 
by the member from Ward 4. stated 
that no specific failure to provide 
proper service had been mentioned. 
The Ward 4 alderman replied by as- 
serting that during the recent snow- 
storm. Lower Falls -was without car 
service for at least a couple of hours. 
President Pratt suggested that th£ 
nineteen members of the present 
Board who will return next year (not 
including himself) constitute a special 
committee to improve transportation 
facilities in the city. 

“God wills, and man fulfills.” The 
week before Christmas, the Street 
Department was forced to drop 95 men 
because the appropriation for con- 
struction work had become exhausted. 
The 95 who did not have a “Merry 
Christmas,” will have a trifle more 
cheer at “New’ Year.” The last snow 
storm necessitated their temporary 
employment for a few days, and also 
compelled the Aldermen to appro- 
priate Wednesday night $12,000 more 
for the removal of snow and ice. Other 
appropriations were $150 to settle the 


The best success in the world for 
any good work is not to have to do 
it. This is not wholly true of the 
Christmas Clearing House run by the 
Newton Central Council during the 
pre-holiday season just past. But it 
is true that the idea of checking up on 
Christmas dinner giving has spread so 
that a number of societies are check- 
ing up with each other before sending 
in their lists of names for Christmas 
baskets, to the Council office. This 
means that there are not nearly so 
many duplications left to be checked 
by the Council. Yet there were fifty 
this year — and, sad to say, some of 
them were checked only as the clock 
struck tw’elve on the “day before;" 
and therefore the dinners were on 
their way and some families did, per- 
haps, get two. So it is even more im- 
portant to “do your Christmas clearing 
early" than to do your Christmas shop- 
ping early. It wouldn’t so much matter 
that some family with a great many 
hungry children got two dinners; hut 
when the Council office counted up the 
number of needy families for wrhich 
there was no provision there were 
twenty-seven, — and thirty dollars was 
all the money in sight for the dinners 
of the tw’enty-seven families, each one 
of which may have had from 1 to 10 
children. If clearing had been done 
early then these twenty-seven families 
could have had some of the extra din- 
ners sent by mistake to families for 
whom provision was already made. 

There are 366 names of families on 
the card index in the Council office, 
which is the outward and visible form 
of the Christmas Clearing House for 
1926. When some one comes in at the 
last moment and wants 50 names 
checked up, and some one is waiting 
on the telephone to hear about a 
family* and at the door appears an- 
other person with money in hand, to 
get the names of some families not al- 
ready provided for, then there is a 
great deal of excitement among the 
cards in the indev. They fall over one 
another in their hurry. Some stand 
upright and others come out of the 
b^x altogether. In the end there are 
cards in all sorts of positions, marked 
in all sorts of ways; and it takes a 
long time to get order into the camp 
again and to have the cards all in line 
for the next check-up, and ready to 
tell their story at an instant’s notice. 

The Council does not give out names 
except w’hen requested by some relief 
organization, nor does it dispense 
money itself for relief; but through 
the Clearing House, the Council is in 
a position to know’ which families have 
had dinners planned for them and 
w’hich have not, and therefore it has 
fallen more and more to the Council 
to bring together those who w’ant to 
give and those who need gifts. One 
hundred and two names were submit- 
ted (almost all by the City Charity 
Dept.,) of families needing dinners, 
and of these one-hundred-and- tw’o all 
were provided for on the day before 
Christmas, except the twenty-seven 
referred to above. 

Would you not like to have gone to 
market with Miss Fitzgerald, the Over- 
seer of the Poor, on the afternoon be- 
fore Christmas, and have seen how* far 
she made the small sum of money go 
which was handed over to her to buy 


er, or warm underclothing is a real 
hnppiness for a long time. Some of 
the money sent to the Newton Welfare 
Bureau for Christmas work was used 
to make Newton children comfortable 
at Christmas by supplying warm, sub- 
stantial clothing.

A should 
bid one club but with the firm intention 
of bidding spades on the next round if 
the opportunity is offered. It is appar- 
ently a freak hand all around and it 
A finds five spades in an opponent’s 
hand and is ruffed in diamonds at once, 
he may not be able to make game. For 
that reason, one club seems the better 
opening bid with A’s hand than one 
spade. When A bids one club, Y is in a 
position where he wants to shut out 
any information about hearts or spades 
so should bid five diamonds. B is in a 
position where he can safely bid five 
hearts because of A’s bid of one club, 
showing tops in that suit. Z must pass 
and A is confronted with the problem 
of bidding six clubs, five spades or pass- 
ing. Either bid is sound but the pass 
seems the better judgment. Next to 
passing, six clubs is the best bid. What- 
ever A does, Y should bid six diamonds. 
The bidding should indicate to him 
that A- B have an overwhelming hand 
and it is up to him to save the game, if 
possible, at the expense of not more 
than 200 points less his honor score. B 
should now bid six hearts to show A 
that the five heart bid was sound. Z 
and A should now pass and Y, in the 
writer’s opinion, should bid seven dia- 
monds. His maximum loss is 300 points 
less 80 honors, or a net loss of 220 
points. He also has the chance that if 
A-B overbid with seven in hearts that 
he and his partner may be able to take 
a trick. B should double seven diamonds 
and Z should pass. With A’s hand, the 
writer would also pass. The double of 
Beven diamonds is a certain profit and 
the bid of seven hearts is doubtful. Al- 
ways play the certainty in this position. 
As the cards lie, a bid of seven hearts 
could be defeated by one trick if Z 
would open a club. It Is a foregone con- 
clusion that cither A or B is void of 
diamonds and the fact that Z has four 
clubs and the knowledge that there are 
other void suits around the table would 
influence a sharp player to open clubs. 
With any other opening, A-B would 
make seven hearts. A-B can also make 
seven clubs with any opening so that 
Y’8 bid of seven diamonds was a good 
sacrifice. 

The test hands given in the preceding 
article caused a wide difference of opin- 
ion, so don’t be disappointed if your 
analysis varies from the writer’s.

400 points. In the actual game, Z did 


bid four diamonds, was doubled and 
lost 500 points — a pretty severe penal- 
ty for such bad bidding.

What 
would you bid if you dealt and held Z’s 
hand? When Z looked his hand over, 
he thought to himself, "I can make two 
or three spades with thio hand but no 
more unless my partner has a big hand, 
in which case we are in no danger any- 
way. If, however, ho hasn’t a big hand, 
how can I get the bid with this hand as 
cheaply as possible. There’s only one 
way to accomplish that, by concealing 
the spade strength and endeavoring to 
make my opponents think I have an 
entirely different type of hand.” With 
this idea in view, Z opened the bidding 
with one heart, A bid one no-trump, Y 
bid two hearts and B Lid two no-trump. 
Z wasn’t in a position to pass and try 
to defeat the two no-trump bid for his 
partner would surely open hearts. Z, 
therefore, bid three spades, hoping that 
A-B would not overbid him. As a mat- 
ter of fact, they doubled and here’s 
where Z was lucky. His partner also 
passed, although he held five hearts to 
the ace and only three spades to the 
ten. He was a sharp player, however, 
and figured that /. must be trying some 
stunt or he wouldn’t bid three spades 
over two no-trump, after he helped the 
heart bid, unless f had a very good 
reason, so lie trusted Z and passed. 
Y-Z just in tie three spades doubled, 
whereas A-B hud five odd eith r in 
clubs or in diamonds. Z’s trick b M in 
this case was well thought out anti well 
supported by his partner. Such trick 
bidding is not recommended, but is 
given as an interesting example of a 
clever departure from normal bidding.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

Another thing to remember! It’s 
1027, or will be after midnight tonight. 
Not that the difference will greatly 
Impress us, except a few things. Chief 
among them Is the necessity of dating 
letters, checks, etc., with the new fig- 
ures. It won’t necessarily mean a 
failing memory if we put It down 1926 
a few times.

I don’t know how we could fix It 
ao that when entering upon a new 
year we would he prepared fo give fhe 
correct date without a mistake. We 
might spend some days, or a week or 
two in advance of New Year’s, “edu- 
cating” ourselves. Nowadays we hear 
much of the need and importance of 
“educating” the public. I do believe 
that such a thing has been suggested 
for the solution of about every social 
problem under the sun. However, no 
more or it in this column for the pres- 
ent, although I should like to reserve 
my rights to discuss it at some later 
time. 

We might, of course, start in 
around Christmas and say to each 
other, “Merry Christmas and Happy 
Nineteen Twenty-seven,” or whatever 
year was then approaching. It would 
soon come as naturally as if we were 
ordering goods by the number, or re- 
ferring to some stock market quota- 
tion, or perhaps interested in a pious 
lottery or raffle for some worthy 
cause. And yet, I think myself, it 
would get us in the habit of saying 
over the new figures, and we would 
be ready to date checks and letters 
properly when the time came. 

Personally. I am sorry I didn’t think 
of this very clever idea before, hut as 
I didn’t I shall have to apologize. 

Nevertheless, I should like at this 
moment to say to the readers of this 
column, many of whom have been 
good enough to send me their greet- 
ings, that I wish l’or all — “A HAPPY 
1927.’’ 


I wonder how many readers of this 
column have seen the billboard ol' 
sign on the front of Boston City Hall 
whereon is printed in large, imposing 
letters the New Year’s greeting of the 
Mayor of that city. It is not a new 
idea. Boston Mayors for years past 
have been doing this sort of thing, off 
and on or on and off. whichever way 
you prefer. I have an idea it is one 
of those things that the critical are 
inclined to disapprove on the ground 
that it is political strategy, no more 
and no less. 

Whatever it may he doesn’t concern 
me. 1 was just wondering what New- 
ton citizens would say if when passing 
City Hall they should see a sign of 
similar character. Now the front of 
our Newton City Hall is not an im- 
pressive sight at best. With a large 
painted sign nailed over the front 
door its appearance, in my opinion, 
would certainly not be improved. And 
yet when I mentioned the idea to a 
friend he said. “Well, Newton’s City 
Hall isn’t much to look at hut it might 
be made useful as a billboard.” Of 
course he was having his little joke 
and I don’t know as I blame him. It 
comes so natural — making City Hall 
jokes. 

I can easily imagine that if New- 
ton’s Mayor attempted to exploit him- 
self by having his felicitations to the 
citizens displayed in such a manner he 
would hear from it. Or if he didn’t 
hear it would be hecuuse his hearing 
had suddenly become impaired. Such 
a thing in Newton could not be done 
without tlie approval of the Board of 
Aldermen as there would he involved 
the expenditure of a sum of money. 
Then, too, the necessary order might 
he amended to include the names of 
the members of the Board themselves. 
That would require additional money. 

I am not writing this because New- 
ton’s Chief Executive and Board of 
Aldermen members have failed to do 
something; I am, because they have 
not.

mimed the public would not be allowed 
'to use It unless for the benefit of Mr. 
Ross’ client. He advised Mr. Ross to 
"get together with the City officials 
and fix the matter up. If not, he 
opined that trouble would result. Mr. 
Ross replied "My opinion is that the 
proper place would have been for the 
Board of Aldermen to have Informed 
us of a hearing, and given us a hear- 
ing before the Board to determine 
whether or not our permit has not 
been lived up to." 

Ex-Alderman Lloyd told of the con- 
ferences held between himself and 
Judge Weston regarding the conditions 
which were agreed upon before the 
garage permit had been granted. Judge 
Weston, who was called upon by Mr. 
Ross, when he happened to enter the 
room where the hearing was being 
held, confirmed what Mr. Lloyd had 
sadi. He testified. "I did not ask for 
outside pumps; our only intention was 
to get inside pumps, and I told the 
Fuller Garage people at that time "if 
we asked for outside pumps we might 
not get anything at all.” Judge Brown 
told Mr. Ross that if he would agree 
to have the outside pumps removed 
and the low wall built, no complaint 
would he issued. Mr. Ross would not 
agree to this, so the Judge authorized 
the Issuance of the complaint. 

The complaint having been issued. 
Mr. AVilcutt nppeared in court on De- 
cember 23rd. He was defended by Mr. 
Ross. An imposing array of city offi- 
'cials had been called into court by 
| Chief Burke. Included among them 
jwere City Clerk Grant, Assessors Hen- 
ry Bally and John W. Murphy, Judge 
I Weston, ex-Alderman Lloyd, Chief 
I Randlett. Assistant Chief George 
* Stacy, Engineer Leonard, and Pro- 
bation Officer Enegess. Chief 
Burke called on Mr. Grant to testify 
as to the Issuance of the permit for 
the erection of the Fuller Garage. Mr. 
Ross objected to the matter of the 
garage being discussed, as the com- 
plaint dealt with the illegal sale of 
gasoline. He contended that his client 
has the right to erect the pumps out- 
side the building as no restriction had 
been placed on the location of pumps 
when the permit was granted, and as 
pumps are not structures, no special 
permits are necessary for them. 

Chief Randlett testified that he had 
given Mr. Ross permission to have the 
gasoline storage tanks at the Fuller 
Garage changed. He also had given 
him verbal permission to have two 
pumps placed outside the building, 
but when he subsequently learned that 
the aldermen had previously refused 
outside pump locations at this garage, 
he had revoked his approval of the 
outside locations and had told Mr. 
Ross not to have any pumps erected 
there. Nevertheless, the pumps were 
erected. Judge Weston did not testify, 
as the court ruled, after objection by 
Mr. Ross, that his testimony would not 
he relevant. For this same reason. Mr. 
Lloyd also did not testify. M. J. Ene- 
gess, Probation Officer, told of seeing 
gasoline sold to various parties, in- 
cluding Mr. Ross, from the outside 
pumps. Mr. Ross asked him. "Did you 
see me paying any money for the 
gasoline?" Mr. Enegess acknowledged 
"that he had not observed Mr. Ross 
giving any cash for the inflammable 
liquid. 

Judge Frost in summing up the case 
said. “The question comes down to 
the interpretation of the statute ‘No 
building or other structure shall be 
used for the sale of gasoline except by 
permit of the Selectmen or Aldermen.’ 
Pumps are used for the handling and 
sale of gasoline. The fact that appli- 
cation for location of the pumps was 
made, shows something having been in 
tho mind of the defendant that a loca- 
tion was sought. The pumps were 
built without a permit from the Fire 
Chief or without any permit. I find 
that no permits were issued for their 
erection or use. A pump, when used 
in connection with a building, is a 
structure. I find the defendant guilty 
of using a structure without a license. 

1 do not find him guilty of erecting 
the two pumps without a permit. The 
statute does not cover the erection; it 
covers the use.” 

The progress of this case in the Su- 
period Court will be wactlied with 
interest, not alone by Newton city offi- 
cials. but by lawyers and public offi- 
cials all over the state. Legislation 
regulating garages and gasoline filling 
stations is in the making. Much 
doubt exists as to the scope of the au- 
thority which public officials have 
over them.
